It isrmaiiily nut our tntrntinriror it toiKr uilnit thcrrarr 
many rrasotis for this delay. This has been a vriy tlimculi 
(Mriocl ortiine* Tor us going back to thcarresu of the Van¬ 
couver Five in January n| 1983 and their subsequent and 
very lengtliy sentences reerhed in juneoriasi \i!ar. ^For a

In Toronto, wt have had a long scries of Icyal battles in- 
solving many people. Most signiricanily (or Bullilo/er, 
last Oftoba, charges of procuring an aboition wetr 
droiipetl a^iiut Colleen Croshie. a nurse and midwife. 
Miciwistry is illegal in Canad^and is a major struggle for 
the women's community. Tliese charges were l.iid as a 
result of ihesiirveilLinccand raid on Bulldozer in June of 
1985. She was offered a deal whereby the charges vstiuhl 
be droppeil if she would gK't the polkr any infoiinaiion 

she had regarding any cotmrrrion hcrwTcn Biilldfi/er ami 
the Litton bombing. Out of principle she tefiiscd and 
wni through a stry long ordeal until the stair\ case 
cnimbtnl. We were strengthened by Crosbie's stradlast* 
ness in facing these potentially hcasy charges without 
lliiichirig. 

Last Septanbei , Ken Deyannond, who isassiHiated with 
Bulldoier, received a six inoiitli sentence for an assault* 
ing police charge arising nut of a demonstration against 
Margam TliatcJier which had takni plate a sear earliet 
During thcdrmomtnition, Dryannond w^as pushr*d into 
a cop who then grabbed him and claimed hero's status for 
saring Thaichn Tlir Crown‘simplv couldn't make their 
charge t>f *ihtcaiened assault against an inirmaitonally 
protccirif persi>n* Mick but Km received a six month sen¬ 
tence out of the incident anyway He is out on appeal 
which should take place later this year. Thf%e t wx) cases in 

[ latticubr have drained our time and money'. Bulldozri 
las spent S 1,700 in legal expenses already and will pavat 
least anothn $1,000. 

The sentencing of the FisT — hasing good friends jailed 
for many years — has forced uvto rethink our |K)|jtics. In 
the aic ompansing article on the Five wr outline our posi¬ 
tion on thraaioiis of the Five and on gniTrilla politics in 
gcmeral. In spire of the high costs in\t)lved we do not con¬ 
demn guentILi politics but rather see them as being in- 
esitahlr within a political system that refusesto budgenn 
scj many basic issues The oilier political flmices. refor¬ 
mism, a gung ho leninism, or a letuni lo the purist anar- 
chisniiliat we liad previously do not appeal lo us. And wr 
ran not slide into scmiequasi-politicalcareeiist apathy as 
M many of theaamsts from the late sixtics-early seventies 
ha\r. We remain commiitcxJ to participating in an anti- 
authoritarian, noii-dogmatit struggle to bring about 
political and social cliange in Nonh America 


Untpiishing in (irivms across the comment lor antng 
against the corporate-state for us to simply gi\r up this 
projea Wearewell familial with theamiiesia of the left in 
North America regarding political prisoners but so much 
of this amnesia is based on the wtshful thinking that 
political change ran come about in the adsanerd 
capitalist sexicties without riolence. It is with great reluc- 
tancctliaiwrtoncludediatauthmticpoliticalchangewill 
be incrediblv s'ioletii. 

Certainly we dn not expert rsrry body to ntsh out and pick 
up arms. Wr are not al^ntt to. But we w*oulil likrio seethe 
left in North Amenca accent thcgucrrilla option as being 
a valid form of struggle. The history* of guerrilla struggle 
ill North America since the rally sixties is not oncofincus- 
cTiminaie terror bur rather a srry precisetargetiiiigorcur- 
poraie and political symbols, in many cases within the 
Black and Natise communities criminal charges of 
violence ha\r irsiilted from entirely defm.si\T actions 
such as the killings for which Leonard Pelt irr is still strug¬ 
gling for his frei^om. 

It is not that we take violence lightly. On the contrary wt 
sec it as being oneol'tliecmtral Issues facing the left tcKlay. 
Bur it is the vtolmrc against wxiincii. against children, 
against our brothers and sisters on the street and in the 
home that niuM be crraiivrly opposed. The stale ases the 
speerre of random violence to justify its oppressts'c 
ptesrtKr within our conimunittes. And unfortunately aII 
too manv people are too willing and/oi able to use 
violence to aa our their anger and frustrations; to use 
violence in the aimmisiton of crimes; to settle scores 
agaitcM real or imagined slights. Compared to this mas- 
sisxrassault against the poor and working petiplc. against 
the non-white people, who are (ivrrwhrlmingly the vic¬ 
tims oiThis violence, attacks against corporate and state 
prnfKTty are noilmig. Wc hasr been sery negligent as a 
mosTmeni in coming to lentis with such violniceand no 
one has more at stake, and more opportunity to stop this 
siolcnceagainst others, than prisoners, Wedo not blame 
the prq>etrafotv of these arts of violence — though they 
mast take responsibility for resoiting to violence — but 
rather see it as a damning condemnaiiun of this society 
that violence is woven so rightly into its most basic 
fiber 

It is true that riolence begats vioinxe. Yet which riolmce 
came first ? The U.S. with which Canada is entirely com- 
plirit was bom of the dual genocides against the Native 
people and tlie African slaves When the land and 
resources sinirii from the Indians and the labor wliipprd 
from the slaves prr>vcd to be inadequate to saiisiy the 
Crrerls, the Amcrirati Enipitr was bom in brutal cam¬ 
paigns a^insl the .Mexicans and later the Puerto Ricaiu 
and Phiiippinrts. 


\\e know that Bulldozer docs fill a real need in inatniatn- Tlicse are the same arguments that we, and others, liave 
ing iommuniraiinn between prisoners and, inore impor- Item making for years and weassumeihat most readers of 
tanily, acting as a symbol tliat resistance is possible and is Bulldozer are quite familiar with them Wedo not need to 
comimting.

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not ha\T lo u'allow arnund in liberal guilt to realize that 
our relaiKr panperity lia^eil on global rlieft and 
gcfUKide. Tliii wealth has allowed For the development of 
our suppowrd deniorrac>' and mk iai welfare state which 
"allow us to make changes wnihout resoning to \iolcnce.* 
Yet the poor in North America are pnnret than they have 
been in \Tars and their numbers are growing rapidly. We 
have not been able to slow down the anus buildup. The 
massive destruction of the Fartli (oniinue!i and one can 
barely keeyi up with esich new* Mimtiric finding moving 
wliat we knew all along — tltai the cornucopia ol chemi¬ 
cals are killing more and more of u\ all the time. 

Ifour readers will be patient with us, we will continue to 
produce this maga/tne. We w ill tint be able to come out as 
often as wr would like. We are a small colleiiive of only 
two people. For whaieser reasons, we ha\r not l>em able 
to find Dtlieis to come into the collective in a par* 
tidpators way though many peonlr help our with specific 
tasks and w*ithoui them it would be impossible. But we do 


need to recrlTC more finandal hdp than wr hare been get- 
ting. 

Wc are in the process of setting up a small computer sm* 
ices workers* coIlectKe. This deselopmeni lias not come 
abuui out of any partii uLii luyc for tlie high-tedi dirre- 
fion of our society. Rather it is an attempt by one of us to 
4M>id a conrinuea dependence on welfare—asmall child 
with another on the way limits her clioices — while the 
othn needs to quit a ‘lifer* job which is slowlv driving him 
crazy*. 

This niovmimi into the world of ‘imall business* does 
not indicate a shift in our politics. Rather it is a reflcTiion 
of our undei'standing dial we need to direa some time 
and energy’ into strengthening our own base in order thai 
wr can continue lo do our ptnitits. Toronto is one of the 
most expensive dtics in which to li\T on the continent. 
(The otheial povtmy line for a family of four is 520,000 
Canadian/yrJ And the cutbacks in social services has 
made it virtually impossible to survive on a marginal 
basis. We have found that Bulldozer and other such 
pnijects cannot be self-susiaining. Although wr do 
receive donations they have never lieen enough to covrr 
all the costs, our readers are simply too poor to fully pay 
their way. Other normal channels of lund-raising, the 
cliuirhcs and the state, iuvr never been that open tu us. 
And explidtiy criminal aaivitics. while perhaps theoreti¬ 
cally corren, would only put us on the receiving rather 
than producing end of prison magazines. So wr must em¬ 
phasize the point that wr do need donations to keep us 
going. 

The piisoii movetneni seems to have lost much of the 
momentum that it had a few’ yrars ago. It is not an eai^ 
area within which lo work. Granted it is much more dif¬ 
ficult on the inside than the outside. But the numbers of 
outside aaivisu who havr burnt themselves out or 
switdied to more *fruiiful area.s* indicairs that wr have 
much to leam about keeping the movrmcni going. Tlicre 
are few victories for us and many defeau. We perhaps see 
the naked face of state power more clearly than any other 
movement in Nonh America, li is little wondei* that most 
guerrilla groups in the Western World have arisen out of 
prison politics. Tlic prisons remain a bliglit for anyone 
who can feel the sufTeringof others; they continue togivr 
off the sietKh of cruelty, oppirssioii and irratiotialiiy. 
And we have thrown our lot in with those who sufier the 
indipiiry of the loss of freedom and ane committed to 
(uial social change.

Vancouver 5 update 


In June, 1984 ific Vancouver Fi\*c rcccivt?d xtry lengthy 

E mon senirtM cs for thrir atltnittrcl/conviard aci mrici as 
'ireci Action and rhr Winuncm* Fife Brigade. Tlieir 
char^ included Firfbombing S pom-xidco shops, con¬ 
spiracy to rob a Brink's truck, the d>‘namtte bombing of a 
Litton Systems plant outside of Toronto, the bombing of 
a B.C Hydro substation on Vancouver Island and 
various charges of Break Sc Enter, possession of weapons 
and theft. Tlirir sentcncei: Ann Hansrti, life; Brent 
Taylor, 22 yearsjJulirBcImas, 20 years;Jerry Hannah, 10 
years; and Doug Stew*an, 6 >Tars. 

The severity of the sentences handed down to them 
shocked many people ranging from thdr friendsand sup¬ 
porters. to legal experts, to many average people who, 
though without much symoathy foi theiraaiom, felt the 
sentences were heavier than was warranted by iheii 
‘crimes'. The ini ent of the message fiom the state was cleat 
— any aaivisis who go outside the accepted norms of 
protest should expea no mercy. 

The fitM of four scheduled trials began in Novrmber of 
1983. The major task for the defense was to challenge the 
legality of the room bup upon which most of the 
^idrm eagainsi them was based. The police had received 
judicial permission to plant tltc nmmbugs in order to in¬ 
vestigate the recent rirebombings of the Red Hot Video 
outlets which had taken place in November of 1982. The 
defen^ argued that in fact the police^ spedrically the 
Sccuriiv Service (SS) of the RCMP, had aauallv witnessed 
the fircbombinp. The SS admitted that they had begun 
surveillance ol ine Five three vreeks before the firebomb- 
ings as pan of thdr invpcigations of the bombings of the 
Litton plant and the B.C. Hydro substation. They even 
admitiH that they' had observed the Five procuring mat¬ 
erials for arson and had watched while they had cased the 
video storers. 

We ire asked to accept that the SS voluntarily turned ovei 
the investipiiion to CLEU, a task force of local criminal 
police, which included the local mount in, because the SS 
wm not authoi ired to investigate criminal matters. (One 
might well wonder what they'were doing investigating the 
Litton bombing in the first place if they coiihln't legally 
investigate criminal matters.) Then we are to not only 
believe that the SS dropped out of the investigation of a 
si^ceted guerrilla group plotting a crime, bur also that 
before CLEU could fully implement thdr surveillance, 
the firebombings liad taken place. Apparently they were 
only observing Doug on the night in question and liad 
only seen him delivering wliat turned out to be the com¬ 
munique. 

This quest ton was crucial in the l^al ddense because such 
an authori2aiiQn can only be given for electronic inter¬ 
ception when all other investtgative methods have failed 
or are likely to fail. The authorization was given for the in- 
vesrigarion of the Red Hoi fircbombing but it is strongly 
suspe^ed that ihe police were much more interested in 
the Litton and B.C. Hyxlro bombing for which they could 
not have legally reedved authorization to iiurrcept com- 


muniniciciii since no other ev idenre linked them to those 
aaiom. Of course all of this is bullshit anyway. Under 
Canadian law and custom, the new fangtrd cemstinition 
nniwiihitanding. if you arrguilty vou’Ilbe found guilty. 
There is not che Icpl hanky-panky here that seems to exist 
in the U.S. (though increasingly less so) where the suspeas 
are assuineti to have legal rights. Needless to say, die 
Judge WHS not impressed with the stibcliiics of ihe 
defense's aigumcni.s. It didn't help at all that whenrvxr 
the SS members were on the wiinrvs stand — and the fait 
that thrv- played any role at all whs only discovered be¬ 
cause ol the accidental release of dcKtiments to the 



defense — bwvrrs for the govertunent wi'iuld stand up 
and say that anv questions which began approaching 
problrmatir arms lor the prosecution could not be 
answered un the grounds ol naiinnal security. 

From that point on, the outcome of the first trial, which 
WHS for the Brink's conspiracy, B8:Ev and weapons* 
possession, was never in doubt though Doug was mund 
tnnocmt of the Brink's diargr. In retrosprri, politically, 
it wHsa inlstakr to think that anvihiiig could be gained by 
going the legal route. Imieeci, Ann in her stateniciii 
before sentencing said that "in the Iregnining when I was 
first attested, I was intimidated and surrounded by the 
courts and prison. Ttiis fear provided the basis for the 
belief that if I played the legal game, I w'otild get ac¬ 
quitted or iiri haps less time. This Imrobscured my vision 
and foolcti me into thinking that I could get a break from 
the justice sy‘strm, But this eight months in coun has 
sharpen^ my petrepiioas and strengthened my politi¬ 
cal convictions to see that the legal game is riggeil and 
political prisonrrv arc dealt a marked deck." 

Civeii the severity of the sentences, it is doubtful tliat tliey 
OJtdd have done much wotse by turning the pioccedings 
into a political cirrus. The attempts to gain a ‘fair iri^* 
resulted in a ban on the proceedings which made it more 
difficult to put fonhaity of the political ideas thiough the 
mass media. It b another question as to whether or not 
















































thrmeclu would liavr prcimtcd the politics of the Five in 
a comprcheniiv’c and comprdicnsibic w'ay if the choire 
had ha\T been for simplv a refusal in cn-operatisr with 
ilie pnKefdingi. Cmaiiifv there was little indication iliai 
the reponers coxtring the trial had any ability to anicu- 
laiepotiticil thought, Tfiraltmiai hr innlia did r«pond 
to the situation but ofcoursethr limit ison ihcsueouheir 
audience. 

All Five ended up pleading guilts- to v-arious charges im¬ 
mediately after or even before tne end of the fir« trial 
This move has been critimed by others with more ex- 

( ►ericnce in tlie courts and as Amt said, refleaed a ladt of 
irst hand experience that our movement here in Canada 
has had with such trials. Julie and jerry decided during 
the trial that it was going no where and they thought that 
they would take a chance with the court s mercy. Hal 
Though their sentencing w-as delayed until the trial w-as 
over, the 20 years handed down to Julie, %vho was only 21 
at the time^ showed thcqualityoftne mercy that could be 
rxpeaed. Before her own sentencing on the Brink’s con- 
viaion, Ann decided that by pleading guilty to the othei 
charges she would receive a chance to make a {Kiliiical 
sutienimi explaining tlje reasons beliind the actions. 

Brent and Doug decided that they might as well wrap up 
many of the loose ends and they end^ up coping a pica 
ssith several cliargrs being dropped, just recently, Btmi 
received a 9 year conairreni sentence in Toronto for his 
role in the Litton bombing after the Supreme Couti of 
Canada ruled that it was legal for the police to Break into 
a rrsidenre in order to plant listniing devices. Though 
this ruling was for another rase, it elTectivelv meant that 
the evidence on the tapes linking Brent to tne bombing 
was sufficient to convin. 

There was some sympathetlt press coverage both in Van¬ 
couver and Toronto and the media was never able to 
destroy*the essential humanity of the Five. In general 
though, the aaual politics were poorly conveyed in the 
mass media. Tfierc was indeed much sympathy here in 
Toronto amongst man> seanrs of the population. As 
mentioned abose die severity of the sentences shocked 
people w’ho understood that these w-err not ordinary 
criminals Tlie left had a great deal of interest in the case 
and there was an appreciation of the fact that they had 
chosen to aa against the war machine. 

The nvrmll question as to what lire gains and losses have 
been over the whole situation remains diffiadi to answer. 
Certainly the losses are easy to tabulate. Five dali«ied 
and competent anivists are now locked away and svill be 
for sometime. The raidsand harassmenr inTomnto have 
consumed vast amounts of ttmr and money not only 
amongst the supporters of the Five but also In the |>eace 
movement aiu! midwivery movement which became 
drawn in. With the exception of the Animal IJIscraiion 
Front <ALF) which has carried out several niilitani and 
clandestine aaions, we would doubt if there will be any 
tnilttant dirca action in Canada for some time. 

The anions themselves did have ihdr usefulness. The 
Litton liombing exposed the war-prcilUecring comtira- 
lion a.s never before. Litton itself said that the combina¬ 
tion of the bombing and the cnnsisfcnt demonsmittons 
and vigils by the peace movement had cost ihcnt the con- 


tran for the new siealili Cnusc nnssilr. But rhr peace 
movnnnit itself is in sad shape these tlays. On a national 
level the move is lowat ds a tiaiional cxialirion which seeks 
grnitrt credibilitv with the gmemmeni. And on a local 
leveL tliiiiigh a couple of gniiips are not going loi the 
strategy ol coiwiliatkin, the public responie to the 
(lemonstCanons is down sidisianiially. 

Certainly few tloubi the fan that llic bombing of the Red 
Hot Video storesteallyniiscdibe issue of violent pomog- 
raphv and helped spread the protests w‘ithin the com¬ 
munity. Unfortunaiely, and this is lus nothing to do with 
I he bombing, little can bedoneabout violent Mm except 
to rxfKJse it for the money-grubbing, scxuaf-iepressive, 
woiuan-haiing activity tliai it Is. Much ol the i ommunity 
initiative ftasgoiieinuiapneals forcmvnship which is no 
real stilulion for uv (We tlon’l accept the complacent at¬ 
titudes of many male leftists who see violent jHini only as 
an issue of‘siridcni feminists*. If these men spoke n> the 
issue of violence agaitist women in their rejection of the 
anii-pnm inovmictu they would liavr more credibility. 
As is. iliry just srrm typical male in not taking serious the 
real fear and real experirmr of violence that women 
lia\T,l 

Being praciical people, we would like to be able to gwe a 
prartical defense of tlie bombings. It woiildliesp-cattabe 
able to say that the Litton bombing Hopped the Cruise; 
that the Red Hot ftreboinbiiig stiippal violent pora. But 
nfctmrie life is not so easy. But we do believe that the ac- 






tinrn wrrr will of use poliiicalK. They did diow that a 
imall group ofdctcmnncd people could aa against some 
specific pan of the ovemll oppressive and militaristic 
s^lciii. Ix)ts of mistakes were made hy es'eryln^dy, by the 
Five, byihesiippottets. bytlir bssyTrs.rtc.lotsoi^ciuiKU 
for learning. If such a situation dcvTlopsagaiii. ur mAW be 
able to be more efTcaive in presenting thepolincs. And 
for us. the faa that the actions vme those ol only a few is 
nor a criticism of the fesv who acted but an indictment 
against the many who Iwven’i. 

We arc encouraged byacuofrcsmaiicc whether they rake 
plate in Europe. Central America or South Africa or here 
on our home continenuThey show ihai there is an un- 
bridgahlegapbetw-cenihecorporatestateand thoseof us 
who want real change. Tliey* fmer points of reference for 
our own cITom even ifwemight nut a^er with the politics 
of the guerrillas. The very fact that the guerrilla option 
would be chosen by people in Canada — people who 
could not he written as beinK ‘off the wall* — made it clear 
that Canada docs not stand in isolation from the poliii- 
cal simggles that are taking place around the vsorIcL 

The bombing forcH many people to re-examine their 
politics and tlie utility of their tactics and strategy* Some 
havecometo realiarc that though (heythemseivcs may lack 
the courage or skills needed to become guerrillas, they 
still support those who do. Others have decided such 
militant actioru come at too high a price but ihry now 
mote clearly understand the po\%rr dynamics of our 
society. The bombings forced many to decide what their 
true opinions of the corporate-state; were they* willing to 
oppose it or not ? Tlic bombings aided a devciapmmt of 
the political thinking and political aaivity of such people. 
And the aaions broadened the idea of what was politi¬ 
cally possible in this country and helped inspire aaivtsis 
to continue on with iheir day-to-day elTons. 


The Ixmibings. thotighnhe acts of a very small group of 
people, were an aiticulaiion not only of a collective anger 
but also of a collective hope that we can bring about the 
changes ncccssarv’ to save the Earth, The courage, deter¬ 
mination, cTcaitvityand strength behind such aaionsarc 
precisely those trails tliat we will need to acate an 
e^litarian. and non-authoritarian social stninurr 
There is nothing to be gained bv dialoguing with those in 
power. Tltey have never listened to us yet; they won*t start 
now. In our anger w arc dear in our ccmviciions that the 
state and corporatioiu are pan of the problem and not 
jjan of the solution. VVe are as yet unable to aniculate 
what our solutions would be. Wearrtrving to develop the 
maturity as a movrmrtii and as individuals to stand on 
our own. In doing so we will cx{KTiment with many pos¬ 
sibilities and learn from lioth success and failures. For us 
the bombing were pan of this process and we tupponed 
them as such. And we extend our continuing friendship 
andsuppon tot lie Five. May our owTiefTorts bewonhyof 
their example.

It was one ot those n’mings. so prrfm in colour and 
rcnif>eraiiirr, that fonunatcly for men ihev come bin 
seldom to him in life* else the leasing of such a world 
wuld be all uki terrible to think of* Strolling along the 
road thefravcllers stoppctl l>eneatli t lie shadows of some 
tall srniie pines that grew by the \Mt>iiide, in orda* to cast a 
fiv ujKjii the quiet stream of ionvrrsation which two 
denizens of the \allcy were iiiaintaining. 

The ihetiie was of Indian w’an The reniirani of a tribe 
called the Modocs. tiuinbering about 40 souh, had 
entrenched themselves amid lava beds some 80 miles lar* 
thrt cast, and from rhnue had bidden deiimni'e to some 
forty-otid millions of white inhabitants of the United 
Stales. The lorry-odd millions had lesponded by tnosing 
up ses'cral battalions of troops, some l^tietirs ofartillrry 
and much niilitaiy siotr. The light liad lasted three 
mttnths; but the Modocs no longer held their lasvi bur* 
rows, and thesTiIlry of Rogue River had to deplore the toss 
(upon brisk tomniissariat demand] of its farm produce* 
and c*xciting topics of ccimrrsation for its cs*ening 
hnurs. 

As the iTasTlIrr now stood listening to this wayside 
dialogue* he gathered many items of intcIligeiHr that 
thirwiighi upiinobscurepoitiisof Indian war. Hefound, 
for instance, that oats had adsaiiced in pnee from thirty 
cents the bushel to one dollar in the S'alle)* and tliat so 

long as these pi ices aiiild be iTurinrained. warwas rat her a 

popular pastime ro the pcacdul inhabitants of the 
sullev'. 

Speeding along ihr'tipper s*allr> of the Rogue RIstt, the 
coach and traveller chew neat the Stsk>oii range as the 
summer day began to grow* dim. A long ascent wound up 
the hillside — the night lell—a brilliaiu moon roseovTr 
the seme — m>Tiad-scrtnnl things Hung out (Krr fimieoii 
the soft night air. The red stems of the madrono laurel 
glistened in the yellow light — the shiren ol dew on blos¬ 
som along the roadside. At length the crest was gained. 
Below* far stretching to the south, lost in a dreamy haze of 
moonlight, la> Califomia the bratitiful. The moon had 
risen high in the blur hcasnt and under her lustrous light 
Shasta'scold w lute cone rose likea gigantic iceberg abo\*r 
the dim pine nxrs beneath. 

On through the night. At a wassidc stable alxiiit mid* 
night there s^s a cirange ol drivers, and there mounted 
the box D. M . Crawlev of Yreka, California. He w'as 
friendly with the man traveller at once, he had a dozen 
kind words for thedog* hr had a dozen anecdotes to tell of 
road and State, of Indians and scttlen. The moon set and 
darkness was on the land; there w*as just light enough to 
seeihat wild bleak hills layall around, and that ihecciach- 
toad had, at turns, siot slopes tliai dnippcd dowrn into 
the darkness on one side, and rose up into the hilt upon 
the other. At length a black quick-flowing risTr lay across 
the road. It wastheKJamaLliRistT.Tliecoachaiul tisfour , 


It was after crossing this river that Mr, Crawley began a 
lUiTativeof the‘Modoc war* —as the light made by a few 
starving Indian men and women 50 miles higher up this 
Klamath River was known to the American people. It 
would not be easy to put into the original wtirtis the story 
of that war* as the traveller here heard it from the lips of 
the stage-cnadi driver. Enough to say, that no man had 
better optKutunities of arriving at the truth than had this 
driver, whose knowledge of the disnia and its people — 
srttlcr and savage — wmi back to the times ere Califor¬ 
nia roads began. 

They were the scant remnant of a once powerful tribe; lor 
generations deqj beyond the coming of the while man. 
their fathers had dwelt around the base of Shasta — 
Shasta, the muitarcli mountain of the United States. Over 
a sea of pine trees which offer a c easeless melody around 
his fen, Shasta lifts his lonely head into unclouded skies; 
he .stands alone* a mighty* solitary mountain* not a crest 
amid countless peaks, but a single colossal cone whose 
base springs froiri a drcumferriut* of sixty miles, whose 
summit lifts the light of its everlasting whiteness 14,400 
feet alxsvr the sea-level. 

Siiasia, or *the Whiteness,* they had named him; for 
wherever their tents were pitched, thtough the iminemr 
pine-trees, the sheen of his white splendour fell upon 
tlicra as the glory of their homc*land. 

At the north side of Sliasta there was a poor and arid 
region. The lava torrent liad scorched from its vwduc, 
and the sage brush alone grew upon llie salt*cncrusted 
soil. This tegion wa^\icn to the Modoc tribe as their 
reservation mund. They at first occupied a reserve traa 
upon the KTamath River* under treaty with the United 
States, but incoming settlers hungered for this land* and 
the Modocs were moved by force into thewTctched region 
juvi spoken of. It was a poor and arid waste. Tlie people 
surv Thestreams were without fish, the sagebusn shel¬ 
tered no deer,* the Modocs killed and ate their horses for 
food, and then they starvrtf. 

One night they passed the llneofposts set to mark the new 
reserve, and moved back into their old region along the 
stream, which they^had named the Lost Rivrr. Tliere were 
those amongst them whu.as boy*s, had roamed the entire 
country* w*ithin sight ol Shasta*s lofty head, and found no 
monal to dispute their right to it* for from the Pacific the 
land was thefn; and now* when they had killed their 
horsw and their dogs foi food, the hungrv band moved 
back into their old lost home* as the hutitccl hare will turn 
to seek her binhplace wnilt the last effon of her strength to 
die there. 

Then came the usual Govnninent ofilcials of the United 
States, of many dilTcrent degrees; and then, from Yreka* 
Ponland and San Francisco, solcliers and militia moved 
up to the Lost River. 






Lci m do ihcfc Covcriimriu olTlcUl^ and United Stain 
soldierit justice. They do not %«nt ^s-ars Viith the Indians. 
Like the petty sava|;e wan of Englandt the fight is too une¬ 
qual. its real causes too apparent to enlist the s)inpatities 
oftlieMildicr; but behinci wars ofthisclass liecontracu— 
large demands for produce of the land, inarasrd ex¬ 
penditure and bctict prostKTisof robbing the State: all of 
which romiderations go far to make war a popular pas¬ 
time with the civilian and colonial mind. So it was deter¬ 
mined that if the Modocs did not return to their barren 
reservation there w'ould be war. Tlic Modocs would iu)i 
give up their old home, and the war began. 

It would take lon^ to tell how these few Modoc men and 
women held the wild lava beds by the Klamath lakes, fium 
the early spring to midsummer, against many hundred 
regular soldiers. '“When we have killed eacli three while 
men,” said the Modoc chief, ”thm wc will die 
satisfied.” 

TItcy began by killing the United States commissinners at 
a parle> ; for from the first the contest, to the Indians, was 
a hopeless one. and to kill and be killed was .ill ihev 
sought for. Meantime vny famous dispatches emanated 
from the generals commanding the United States troops. 
Day after day accounts came of places stormed and In¬ 
dians killed. Announcements in the newspapers ap¬ 
peared in which die strange names of the ModcK chiefs 


wrre seen in Urge capitals. Scar-faced Charles*, Curly- 
headed Doctor, Boston Charley, Hooker Jim, and Bogus 
Charlrv*—names bestowed on these jhhu wretches by the 
mingled ruirianisni and civiliiation of America — 
became pnnninent headings overall theStates. Ofeourse 
the slauglitci among the Modocs was teponrd as vci>* 
great. On one occasion a vigorous cannonade had 
resulted in the destriKiioii of the Cui ly-headed Doaor; 
apiin Sicanil)oai Frank was disposed of by a calvary 
charge; and finally, after a bomoardment of the lava- 
beds of sevTtal hours diiTation. Bogus Charley’s hat was 
picked up — a faa whicii pointed to the itatural conclu¬ 
sion that the body of Bogus had been utterly blown into 
imperceptible fragments. 

But thccTowTiing triumpfi of this Modoc war was the laa 
of a new strategical phrase having arisen from It. 









One fine mornine tw) compaiiio of United States soU 
dim iiad adv'anced to storm some outlying posit ioas held 
by the Indiana. The Modocs opcnccl fire. *The com* 
panics, thrown into coiifusioa*' wrote the general, 
^‘received orders to retire; they obeyed; but lailingtohalt, 
the field was abandoned to the enemy/* Failing to halt > 
the good old manoeuvre of 'running a^^ay' nc\Tr ap¬ 
peared in jrarb so delicate. To all future commanders in 
these warlike days the phrase should pane an invaluable 
addition to the dictionary of deTcat. 

The Modoc war was over. Two mountain baiirrirs, two 
regiments of infantry, many battalions of volunteers, hail 
at length succeeded in cutting the Motlocs off from water, 
and lud thus compelled their surrender through thirst. 
Bui this had not been affecied until four .Modoc Indians 
had been induced, by larec promises, to desert their com¬ 
rades and reveal the hidden spring to the enemy. 

Out of the lava beds, which they had held for three 
months, in spite of ovmvhrlming forces, there inarched 
fifteen men and forty-five women. Tlie prisoners were 
sent down to Fon Klamath in wagons, bound hand and 
fool. This is what followed. 


A company of Oregon volunteers waylaid one of the 
wagons on the road, cm the traces, ordered the small 
cscon to alight, and delibetily shot the four handcuiTcd 
Indians as they sar in the wagon. The caicilTs (despicable 
persons^ who had dated not face these wmclicd Modocs 
free, thus butchered than, bound and helpless. 


Tlic Anglo-Saxon race has never been remarkable lor 
magnanimity towards a fallen foe. **Strike well these 
English,** said Duke William on the morning of Hast¬ 
ing; ••show no weakness towards these English, for they 
will have no pity for you. Neither the coward for running 
well, nor the bold man for fighting well, will be belter 
liked by the English; nor will any be more spared on 
cither account.*^ 

It has mattered little through history whether the foe was 
civiliied or savage, or man or woman. The charaner given 
by Duke William has been verified throughout succeed¬ 
ing ages. For the two bravest women that ever stood in the 
path of our conquest we had nothing to offer bm the stake 
and the infamy of shameful words. An .English general 
spurns with his foot the dead body of the only African 
king who, whatever his faults, was a soldier every inch of 
him. And three years aps, a captive Zulu chief, brought 

i irisoner througn Natal, is spat upon, bound hand and 
bot as the Modocs were by the Anglo-Saxon colonist of 
the period. To return to the Modoc uory. 

They han^ the chief and his few remaining comrades; 
they met their end bravely. The day before the execution. 
* Jack, the chief, was asked if he had anything to say. **I am 
to die; but already my Indian hean is dead and cold, and 
all 1 ask IS that Lizrie, my wife, may be allowed to sit beside 
me.** He might die contented. The last Modocs went from 
the shadow of Shasta; but they had sent three times the 
number of enemies into the deeper shade of death while 
only losing fiv-e of their own. 


Native Alcohol Program 


The^niied Native- Alcohol Program (UNAP) is specifi¬ 
cally designed to assist Indian peoples in their fight 
against alcohol and drug abuse, UNAP is intended to 
help us stop drinking by repUring that tiijgeto drink with 
a real desire to not alter our natutal spiritual balance by 
using alcohol or drugs. 

This goal will be achieved by providing four things: cul¬ 
tural information, direction, ideas and support. By the 
end of the fifteen week course, everyone who completes 
the course will be pnividrd with Certificates of Achicvc- 
meni and Progress letters. 

Most of us have had experience with conventional AA 

[ )rograms, but we will need to forget most of what we 
earned in those proems if we are to benefit from 
UNAP. You will not be asked to stand up and tell the 
world you arc an alcoholic, or tell vour lifc^ story, unless 
you fed that doing so will help you on an individual basis. 
Just by showing up here each week we are saying that we 
arc looking for help with our problems, wiih alcohol and 
drugs being just a tew of the prob tons we will be dealing 
with during this program. Prejudice, mis-uiidmtand- 
ing, and non-Inciian 'policies* consuiuly wear at our 
spiriu, and we liave turned to alcohol and drugs to 
escape. UNAP can change all that. 

The UNAP concept is a simple one. UNAP is desired to 
offer us a chance to learn more about the Traaitional 


Ways of our People, and by recuming to our traditional 
ways, we can gain the courage and strength to fight this 
problem. 

Most of the Native Religious beliefs in North America are 
based on the same things. Our ancestors saw that the Sun 
pve life to all things, and that the Eanh sustained that 
life, so we base our religious piaaicn on these two things 
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fini. The life ihe%* create together is real, and wr realize 
that we do not hasie to givr thanks or ^*tsnhip to any man 
who is IU3 more important tiun any of us sitting here. Seek 
to respea the spirit in all things equally, and bv doing so 
we vnW respea the spirit wirnin ourseh'es. 

Wc has'e tremendous amounts of spiritual strength and 
UMble knowledge right here inside each of us, and 1:NAP 
will show us how to ^1 upon these reserves when we neeil 
them the most. It takes strength to refusedrink or drugs, 
and it takes knowledge to recogniie the things that are no 
good for us before ^ st^ into them. The strengtii and 
that know'ledge am be found in UNAP. 

Out of a group of fifty Indian Offenders, forty-nine of 
them can trace their reasons for being incarcerated back 
to alcohol and drug problems. 

Studies done by government agencies such as PHD and 
HUD support the fact that for whatrsrr reasons. Indian 
Resenatmns. where the vasi majorirv of Indian Of¬ 
fenders originate, aie noticeably behind the times in im¬ 
portant areas such as housing, trade, and economics. For 
the most pan, reservations are places where a high per- 
emrage of children simply drop out of school, hence, 
lower oserall IcvtIs of education. This type of emiron- 
ment produces reccHpiiiablc psychological differentes in 
developing personalitirs when comparrtl to urban raised 
persons; a basic differmre with traceable roots. Esrn fui- 
ther differences may appear after considering familv 
upbringing, general feelings, traditional and cultural 
concepts. 

People with experience in the field of alcohol ireatmnu 
where Indians are involved Teengnize that for whatestr 
reasons, Indians of the type descrirxrd above do not relate 
well to the conventional AA programs picsently offered. 
Since they do not fully commit fhcmsel\Ts to the 
program, the recovery* rate for them is sliamefuily km*. 


UNAP, on the other hand, tsa cnticept which is intended 
to utilize the common natures of Indian peoples, as well 
as non-Indians w'ho share similar traits, as the driving 
force behind ihr pnigraiii. 

Ill UNAP, Cultural Edutarinn is the key and Individual 
Pride b tlie catalsM. h b a coiicepi not altogether dlf- 
lernit from the‘Black b Brautilnr cuncept of the I960\. 
hoWTSTT. Inclmdiial Pride is stressed ratha than racial 
separation. 

UNAP is intnid(*d to olfer its panicipants an oppor¬ 
tunity to learn about iltdrcuitures as an altematise to al¬ 
cohol In a veiygcneml way, it is saying to them. **Hefc is 
the Sacred Pine, and there is the bottle. Here b the Sacred 
Drum, and there b skid row. The choice is yours. Before 
you decide which path you will w;ilk. look at someorvuur 
ancestors such asjosrph, Cra/y Hotse. Sitting Bull, and 
Cochise. These men said No to the iMittle..." 

In the past, persons with alcohol piciblmis liasr liad to 
confcinn to the programs that wrte ollrrcil In order to 
receive treatment, and for this reason many people were 
left on the oittside, stimctimrs never understanding why. 
In UNAP the ultimatr goat is to bring sobriety to its par¬ 
ticipants, not to impress specific rules upon them. Al¬ 
though for the sake of continuity a general operations 
outline will be esiablisheti anil followrcl. rvers’ effon will 
be made to idetitifs and solve problems on an individual 
basis.

Greeting*, Broihrti Sistm: 

V\cll, I m back in the liulc at the frclcral prison in 
Springfield. Mivsouri, after a brautiful trip to Bismai k. It 
didn’t take them long to get me back here. The hearing 
ended on Oaubrr 3rd, and the next nioniing bright and 
early they huMled me aboard a chartered plane fora fast 
trip back, I was back in mv same segrrgatinn cell by 
2:45 p.m. 

What happened on ihat tnp ga\T me so much cnuse for 
celebration and Joy. When I saw all of you out there uith 
your faces smiling and dctcrminrtl it made me want to 
embrace each and esTry one of you. I heard about the 
rainbow the Grandfaiher sent to the people while you 
were praying outside (he counroom on the last day. That 
Is the best sign that we are going to >%in mv freedom and 
that soon I will be able to be with you. to liiugh ssith you 
and pray with you and carry on the sn uggle we wage to 
protect our bcIosTd children*! future. 

For those of you who t^rreii’t there, let me describe the 
gunroom proceedings as I saw them. HI fill vou in on a 
little background. Evan E. Hodge is the FBI^s s^eapons 
expert who sent a teletype on Oaober 2.1975. stating that 
the rifle that the government claimed was mine con- 
umed a dilTermt firing pin iliait the rifle that killed the 
agents. 

Hodge Is a professional witness Hr has testified in maiiv, 
many cases, and he is well-trained in theart oftesrifying as 
are most law-enforcement oIRcen. W'illiam Kuiistlrr 
hammered awTiy at him for 2 Ae 1/2 day^ and uncovered 
many inconfistmcies. But Hodge's essential story did not 
waves all that much. He stuck to the claim i hat the teletype 
in question referred to 7 shell casings (or 6 if you pirfcr 
since his testimony dinfers as to number) which were 
roundaquaner-of-a-mileawayTrom the crime scene. Hr 
says it does not refer to the rest of the shell casings that 
jwe tbund at the scene. Kunstlcr put him through some 
brutal and relentless cross-examination las only Kuiistlrr 
an), but Hodge stuck to his storv. If there is one thing I 
ha\T leaded during these eight long yean of prison and 
trail and hevings. it is that if a government agent can tes- 
tily fuscly without fear of impeachment that is exactly 
what he will do if an important element of the framr-up 
wuld jeopardized by the truth. And that is wlui E\an 
Hodge IS doing. I know just as well as Vtn sitting here that 
he IS lying through his teeth. Estii the most amateur in¬ 
vestigator know*s that common logic dcmatids that the 
found dtrectlv at the crime scene is 
tested fini with the exidence found further awavfrom the 
swe tested later. Hodge would have usbeliesrliedid iust 
the opposite. 

During the hearing we obuincd for the fint time 100 
pages of laboraton worksheets that the FBI used to arrive 
« conclusions on the ballistics tests tliat thev perform^. 

are nandwritten notes all ostt them' and Hodge 
tcfttfied that he and his lab assistant, Joe. were the only 
people w’ho had notations on die worksheets. But the 


shaip ryr o^l iiiy aicornry John Piivitrra noticed the 
prewicc of a third person's handwriting on the 
worksheet of the must trucial shell casing of all. So Bill 
KunsiItT drove the ball home and here b how he did it. I 
imagine Hodge liardly gaveariy importance to Kunstler’s 
dosing quesiioiu- Very politely, softly and gently. 
Kuiiulcr asked Hodge: 

Kumtler: Mr. Hodge, art thnr your handwruun

Hodge: Vo. 

Kunidcr: Art tkty your anu/an/'s nef/sf 

Hodge: Knf

As Hodge was excused from the wimess sund I observed 
him walking olTwith a smirk and sly smile. His chest was 
all piiflefl up to where one would think they were looking 
at ajj'eight liftcror body builder. The relief at havingsur- 
vtved the sometimes bnital cross-cxamiiution of Bill 
Kunstlcr was cxtdcni in his whole presence. As Hodge left 
die counroom and Bill told the judge we did not wish to 
all any more witnesses, the prosecutors* table was over¬ 
joyed. Crooks and Hultman wcrejokitig. w hispering and 
laughing our loud. The two FBI agents assisting the 
prosTCOton were flashing Crooks the high sign. I mean 
they all really had some ]ack-o’-lanrem smiles. 

After we figured they had been happy long enough, we 
k handwi iting expert.

As I was waiting for my aitumrys to come down for a 
strategy meeting, the marshall from Washington D.C..

wonder what coula have happened. Mayi>r iny hopes and 
pni>iers for sometiiing dramatic had liappencd. like 
ma)i)e Hodge had an attack of a se\Trr ease of the guilts 
and wanted to return to cunfess his e\i\ wa>*s. But instead 
Crooks came up with another one of his absurd 
stories. 

Crooks put Hodge back on i he siand to try to clean up the 
lie he iiad told about the handwritten notes. Their str- 
sion of wtiai happened goes something like this: After the 
court adjourned, L)!!!) Crooks approached Hodge's as¬ 
sistant. Joesph Twardowski, in the hall and asked: 


jurv’. So this b what luppened with Hodge when they all 
realized we had caught them in a flagrant lie.

If )ou find this keystone Kups routine a little hard to im¬ 
agine coming out of these high-powered expert wit¬ 
nesses w*ho have testined professionally for the united 
sutes for so many >ears/well so do I. But there it b so we 
can believe it or niu/ Ati>way. we know they were not 
motbated by a desire for truth. What brought Hodge 
back to the witness stand was hb desire to stay out of jail. 
Under a new federal rule of procedure, when a witness for 
the prosecution is about to be caught in a lie they are al¬ 
lowed to rrtuni to the stand and triT the truth, thus avoid¬ 
ing a possible 5 >ear prison sentence. TltbfaiwwasacaCcd 
to prutea their police ofTiccrv from being jailed for per- 


The prosecution tram — and that includes Hodge — 
knew' from the beginning tliat there was a third pany’s 
handwritten notes on that worksheet. That was the 
worksheet on the .225 casing that the prosecution 
tlaimed was the most critical pieceofevidcnceagaimt me 
at my trial in Fargo. Yet Hodge^s handwriting does not 
appear anyw*hciTon that sheet. But the handwritten notes 
of the mvstrrious phantom that nobody ran identify are 
all over it. That sheet is the only one wr have examined 
where Hodge’s handwriting does not appear. What does 
that mean.

Ilir two aenit% who *di>fo\Trrd* 
the bank bag thought thc> really hiunil It, lo tlir% cuultl 
testify ‘truthfully’ and with a clear ronwieiice. 

I’m con>inccd liiai Evan ll^uigr i% drawing i:oriclu§iotis 
fmm workshrerv that fmvc been changed by a third 
pmoii. I believe Hodge knew that a third t>ef von wav 
tampei iiig with tlie evidence but they were allowing him 
lo keep his ow n coiiM inKe dear so that he would make a 
good witnrvv. All this lime the gtivmimeni has been 
claiming that the hallUtii^ evidence was safe and seemr. 
Now we Irani that not only did an untdmtifiird person 
tampei w ith thewurkshertv and evidence, hut thegtnent- 
mcni canmit or will not tell tiv wlio that prtsnn is. What 
else did that person do? Did they switch evidence or 
diangerrsijlt.v?orci>urvc, the uiiitrtl Mates will come up 
with a hamdess explanation beiorr long, but how long 
must wc put up with all of ihevc mysterious happenings 
that the govtmmau always explains away? Why Is it tliai 
WT must accept what they do to us tcgardlrss of how out* 
ragcotis or illegal it is? 

Just like whni Eviin Hodge committed perjury . It was no 
time at all until his perjury had l>eni fntgivm and the 
more polite word ’misspoke’ w*as adopted to describe an 
act that w'ould get you or I five sears in priwin. They' might 
have the power to change rralitv; they might have the 
pown to overpower the power(rss with their smooth 
wi^rds and self-serving laws; but the Petjple know Evan 
Hodge is a liai and a j>et;|urrr just as we know that 
evidrtu r has been tampered with in ni dn tuker|t ihegov- 
emnient’f lianie-up Irom Ijeing exposed. Their propo- 
garula machine cranks out the idea that this is ‘a mere 
tcthnicality’as ifjKxipIr were rnit smart enough to knowa 
frame*up conspiracy when they meet one. 

Lymi CrcKiks said to rrpoiinv iTter Hodge admitted his 
perjury ; **Tbe leasoit we’te a little sad in tlie face is tlui 
wr’te sick of this case.” 

I wonder il Crooks does not realize that 1, too. am sick of 
it - Sii k of silling in a tiny cell in the woiv |Hdiiical pnson 
in the civili/ctl world imprisoned for a rrime I did tint 
commit. For Lviiii Ctooks it is only an incam’emcncc like 
having too little tteatn in his collee. For me it is my life 
and the lives ol the many, many people I love. The man 
has no convience to keejj iiie iti here knowing I’m not 
guilty, grinding down iiiy People until they' are nothing. 
Crool^ will never see the day when Indians will erase to 
exist for if that day cvei comes, he too will be gone lie- 
cause we air the natural world. 



I’ve talked with you for a lung time so 1 beiicr let you go so 
youcanbedoing thcwDtk tl^t must be done, but before I 
go let me say, ‘All praise to our lawyers!’ William 
Kunstlrr, Lew Cuerwitz, John Priviicra, and Bruce El- 
listm. They wet rail magnificent as usual. Where wrjuld I 
be without my brilliant, loyal, hard-working brothers? 
Keep WTiting those letters to Judge Paul Benson at the 
Federal Courthouse in Fargo. North Dakota. The letters 
you have written have helped. He has been pressured by 
the power of public concern to givr us more fairness in 
thUhcaiingthanwr expected. Write him and urge him to 
fcconvrne me hearing and give me a new trial. It is good if 
you can quote faas and issues in your Icncrs to thejudge. 
These letters are very, v-ery imponant and we must in¬ 
crease their numbets. 

When the hearing was adjourned the second time, the 
government had a very serious, concerned look on theii 
laces; wx are on a roll. But we must not relax, instead wc 
must intensify our letters, petitions, and ctlucational 
campaign. You must organize letter writing parties and 
petition drives. The jaw^s on the government and FBI 
agents were hanging on the floor. They Vc worried, but, of 
course, thev’rc not about to give up. We must expert the 
worst and keep in mind that desperate people oecorae 
dangenius |>eoplc. 

But wx will win. I havxn’t the slightest doubt of that. So 
long as you arc fighting for my ftcedom, as long as your 
prayers arc with me I will walk with you in freedom! I love 
you all. You arc my inspiration who always keep my 
Spiriu high. Take care.

P.S. The government has ideniifieid the third person 
whose handwriting appears on the crucial worksheet. 
They say he is William Albredu, who was a laboratory 
trainer at ihetimeoftheFBl balliuics investigation. Lynn 
Cn>uks says Albrecht’s identification should officially 
bring the esidmiiary’ hearing to a close without any fur¬ 
ther proceedings. 

However Crooks now has also admitted to rhe existence 
of a fourth person whose liandwriting may appear on the 
worksheets — and who the government has not vet iden¬ 
tified. 

How many more of these inysicrious assistants will the 
govrmment admit to? (Remember that throughout the 
heating Hodgeempliatically stated iliac hehadoutodyof 
the shdl casings and conducted all of the tests and ex¬ 
aminations. ) And with all this ’assistance,* why did it take 
flodge so long to rxitmine the most cnidal evidence.

As you probably already know, the U.S. go\’cmmeni, 
represented by ihcjoim Teirorisi Task Force (JTTF) has 
once again viciously attacked some of our most steadfast 
fighiers in the Blad^ Liberation and socialist movements 
in this country. 


On Wednesday night, Oaober 17, 1984, almost 500 FBI 
agents and NYC police swept across New York City 
simultaneously arresting ColtraneChimerenga outside a 
Chinese restaurant where he had been eating, Roger 
Wareham on his way home, Laieefah Caner and 
Omowale Clay at a jan concert at Smalls Paradise. They 
lined up 20 cars outside a home at 80 Midwood Street, 
callins the two women residents who were alone with 
their lour children to “come out with your hands up**. At 
the same time, they broke into an apartment at 1700 
Bedford Ave., arresting Ymte Kelley and Colette Peaii, 
knocking a 15 year old girl to the lloor, handcuffmg her 
and putting a gun to her head, mistaking her for the 47 
year old Viola Plummer, a resident of Queem. 
Meanwhile they broke into the home of Viola Plummer, 
found her 28 mrold daughter who was returning home. 
They handculted her, threw her into a police car and told 
her she was under arrest, also mistaking her for Viola, 
who was in bed. They put a shotgun to the head of the 
infant who %yas in his crib at the house. Not far from 
Viola's house these vidous storm troopers marched into 
her son, Roben Taylor's apanmeni, arresting him at 
gwpoint while his wife and 2 children stood helples sly 


The JTTF has accused these comrades of plotting to break 
Sekou Odinga and Kuwasi 3alagoon, two freedom 
fighters out of jail and to rob armored trucks. 


These comrades, like all political aaivists who are 
dedicated to the struggles of Black and ocher oppressed 
peoples and have spent years educating and organixing 
the masses to resist such oppression are clearly viewed as 
the enemy by the U.5. government and ruling dass. These 
arrests mark the beginning of a new wave o^ovemmeni 
tciTorism against dissent in America. Inc Reanin 
administration seeks to crush all dissent by criminalmng 
political movements and aaivists. Anyone who has the 
conviaion to sund up and demand fre^om is absolutdy 
and dcTinitelv targetied for government terrorist 
reprisals. The hypocrisy of this system and the media is 
exposed when the cops who muttered Michael Stewan 
and Eleanor Bumpurs arc allowed to go free while these 
eight comrades are indtaed based on allegations that 
they **planned** to commit so-called criminal aas. 
Remember %vcll that the same media has never called the 
Ku Klux Klan or the Nazis terrorists 


Because these comrades are forced to defend themselves 
in courts of law which are pan and parcel of the fascist 
legal system. It is crucial that we, the aahists, supponers 
and friends of the Black Liberation Movement take a 
stand rrow and fight back. Let's not make the error of the 



Jewish people made during the early period of Hitler’s 
attack, scapegoating and terror, thinking that we'll be 
better off if we just suy quiet and be thankful that it iin'l 
us.

Global resistance 


Lairly I've become more and more aware that alihoiigh 
wtf feel iMjUirtI and fragmented at times in Canada, we 
are aaually a jpatt of a W global resistance mtjvemeni 
made up of many dinercni groups witli unique 
philosopnies but who are united in their opposition to 
imperialism. We must lun liecnrne despondent with feel¬ 
ings of hopelessness but gain itrengtli by opening out 
minds be)xind our immediate environment to identify 
w'ith the struggles and victories that arc going on all 
around us. When w can see, hear and feel for tliousantU 
of miles then the limitations and hardships of our im- 
mediate environment will become nothing. Just as we 
must learn to see the panern and unity of the gfobal resis¬ 
tance movement, there is also a partem and practice that 
isrotnmoiiIyusedbyrheoppt'essorsagainMmallostTthe 
eanh. 

Once we begin to see their patterns then we can better un¬ 
derstand the govemnient’s actions and with that in¬ 
creased understanding there will be less fear and confu¬ 
sion clouding our lives. Weean^ befooled by the illusion 
chat the Canadian govemmeni actA independently and 
uniquely towTirds the resistance movement in Canada. In 
today's world whne American imperialUm dominates all 
aspects of the industrialized world. go\Tmmems work 
together to destroy resistance mosements by sharing 
police technology, methods of repression and organize 
conferences to determine counter-insurgency policies. 
The Canadian gosemment and all its subsidiaries such as 
the R.C.M.P. and the CS.C (Corrraional Sersice of 
Canada) arc no exception. 

In 1978 a counter-iiuurgency’ conferenic was held 

in Puerro Ricc^ where plans were clearly outlined aimed at 
destroying the identity of political prisoners and their 
communication with the community. Basically the idea 
was to develop praaiccs that would separate political 
prisoners physically from one another as w'ell as isoilite 
them from the aunmuntty. These practices would have 2 
purposes: 1) to break down the identity and will of the 
political prisoner 2) to minimize the influence and 
strength that communication between political prisoners 
and the cximmunity facilitates. 

Wlietuhev separate poliiical prisoners from one another, 
they' preseiu the emotional and political support that 
politically identified prisonm provide for one another. 
Tilts is important to counter the constant pressure from 
both the prison administration and the prisoti environ¬ 
ment to break dtiwo the identity and will of the person in 
o^er to make them conform to society’s values and in- 
stituitons. 

As well as isolating political prisonen from one another, 
the state also tries to isolate them from the community. 
The sute wants to deprive the political prisoners and the 
community of the spiritual, mental and emotional 
^nourishment that contact w'ith one another provides. 
Visiting, Icticn, magazines, books and phone calls arc 
neccssarv for a Ihrly exchange of ideas and dirra emo¬ 
tional suppon to feed the political growth of Imth the 


prisoners and the comm unity. This coiuact with the com¬ 
munity is also a necessary safeguard against the kind of 
isolation where iheadminbtrarian feels free to do to the 
prisonen whacescr it wants without accountability. If 
thwe is no contaa the community would not know if a 
priscjnn is thtxiwm into segirgarion, rransfOTed to 
another part of die countty, Imrassed by the guards etc. 
The lines ofaimmumcation with the community arc the 
life lines of die prisonen. 

These isolation tiaics are useil by governments interna* 
f ioTially. In Europe, French political prisonen w’eni on a 
hungcTMrike in Sept. 1984 to have their political identity 
recognized, the right to base open visiu with friends and 
rrlaihes. for the end of the separation of rcvolutionaiy 
prisonen by sex or group, the right of political prisoners 
to condua meetings and to jointly prepare for their trials. 
As well, German political prisonen w*ent on hungerstrike 
Dec. 4, 1984 to demand their regroupement. 

In the United States, political prisonen from the Pueno 
Rican indepnidmrr movement and the American Indian 
.Vfovement are systematically shipped to prisons faraway 
from their rclatis'es and friends and arc separated from 
one another into diirercnt maximum seairity pemiten- 
Claries all over the counin. Prii4>nm with broad-based 

















communin'siippon and rcspca, such as Leonard Peliier 
arc shipped to the super max behavior tnodillcaiinn unit, 
Marion penitentiar>', where modmi prison pnxhulogi- 
cal techniques and extreme repression are combined to 
attempt to bleak down the prisoner, mentally and phni- 
cally. 

Caniida is not immuneio these isolation taaics. By 19SS, 
the Native Brotherhood at Kent penitentiars, B.C. had 
developed a spiritually stroriK group who were trying to 
get the administration to allow them to pranire their 
traditional spiritual ways such as swratlodge and pipe 
erremonies. This return to the traditional spiritual wa)*! is 
the first step for the Indian people along the path to 
regaining their identity and Hie as a people. The Native 
Brotherhood had become a namrally poss-erful and 
respeaed organization within the prison that yrA% 
respeacd by all the brothers irregardWs of colour. 

The CS.C. frarctl the natural rrspea that the brothers 
held for their traditional wass and the inesitable break 
w'ith the white mans* ways that would mine of their new 
found identity. So the CS.C decided to dismantle the 
Brotherhood by transferring the members to different 
regions of Qinada—Gary Butler to M illhavnr and Lasah 
Stewan Stuiuxrhild to Atchambaull, Quebec, and Willie 
Blake to Dorchester. Despite their attempts to disrupt the 
Brotherhood, all the CS.C succeeded in doing was send¬ 
ing fttong Indian mni to prisons all over the country' 
where they could help to make other Native Biother- 
hcKids strong — like casting seeds to the wind. 

Gerry, Brent, Doug, and I liasT not been exempt from the 
CS.C/s isolation tactics. The transfers and visiting 

E olidcs that we hast* been subject to have not been ar- 
irrary nor the whims of some bureaucrat in Ottawa nor 
some “mistake’* as the CS.C claims in regard to Doug's 
transfer to Ardiamtiauli. W'c were all dispersetl tti prisons 
in diffcrcni legions of Canada to split us up individually 
and to imarate us from our suppon base of friends and 
family. Tlie only reason that Julie and I are in the same 
prison is bccaase there is only one women’s federal 
penitentiary' in Canada. 

lt*s unbelie\able that Doug was sent to Airhamhault 
Quebec by “mistake**. It’s much more believable that 
Doug was sciii there because the C.S.C could only ph\iii> 
cally nold him for four >trars until his mandatory so tliey 
figured th^ could make up for the lack of time by try ing 
to break him spirituallvand menially, Cenainly AKham- 
bauli was not S mistake” in this sense. The guards and a 
vast majority of the pnsoners don't speak English, the 
library is French and Amnesty International charged 
guards with brutality after an investigation of a riot in 
1982. Doug was isolated culturally, socially, and politi¬ 
cally in the worst prison in Catuda. Luckily, thanks to the 
solid support of his friends and family ana Doug's deter¬ 
mination to survive, he won an unprecedented viaory 
after a 26 day hungersirike — a transfer back to 
Kent, B.C 



visiting is a vtrry cold, alienating environineiii in which 
visitor and prisoner must talk through a iriqjhone and 
pert through a glass window at one another. As well, we 
can only liavr immediate family in on sodals unlike the 
rest of tne prison pnpuLiiinn and most ledcral prisoners 
aauss Canada. This mtainly doesn't make sense since 
the only visitors that arc approved luvr alteadv Ixrti 
vcteeiied by the R.CM.P. for rriminal records, media 
coniaa or arc considered “drtfimmtal to our reha¬ 
bilitation”. “Security visiu” and the sneen visiting rcKun 
which will be built within the next few inonihs arc prac¬ 
tices which nrvw existed Ircforr in the 50 year history of 
P4\V. 

No niaiter how hard they try, ihev can't isolate iiv fiotn the 
broader liberation struggle witJi their bars and cement 
walls because wr are uninrd by stronger stulf, our wills 
and spirits that soar with every victory in El Salvador, that 
live in the wilderness with the wind, trees and wild crea¬ 
tures and feel the power of the Eanh that can never be 
destroyed. But as long as wc survive, we must continue to 
struggle because that is our only hope. We can leama lot 
from the dandelions that flourish e\m inthecracks of the 
cement 


At P4W where I am imprisoned, a snuH group of women 
are subjea to “secui ity visits" whicli traiulates into scv'cre 
limiutions upon our visits. Wc can only have one hour 
open visits until a screen visiting room is built atid then all 
our visits except immediate fainilv will be screen. Screen

In thne 3 prisons the German authorities ha\e com* 
plctcly isolated a wing ofihr building, totally transform¬ 
ing it into a siiper-pt Uon within a pruom Tlir concept t% 
very similar to the Canadian Special Handling Units 
(SHU) and this high security model exists in e\rry’ West 
pnion: more correctly qualilird as Meath 
wings * Theprisoiirrs held in these high secuiity quarters 
are exposed to panioilarly sophistiiated conditions of 
detentioth for example, setisory cirprisaiion, elccuonic 
nnvcillancr, etc. 

In other prisons wiierr the comrades are completely iso¬ 
lated from each other, as well a\ from common-law 
prisonen, the conditions of detention are more varied. 


Twenty-three of the misoners arc isolated in more 
’normal* conditions ot detention in so far as they arcn*i 
exposed to seniors’ deprivation and the brain-washing 
programs put in place by the german auihoridcs. But of 
these 23 prisonen, (both RAF and from the anii-tm- 
periaJist mmemcni), 7 are denied yard time, Varena 
Becker and Sicglinde HofTman are in isolation togrthett 
hut are denied yard time. Eight other prisoners are com¬ 
pletely i^>latrd in high security units with 24 hntir-a-day 
clearonic surveillance and sensory' deprivation. To these 
must be added 3 Turkish prisoners of the De\'-Sol 
(Res'olutionary Left) movement, but wt are ignorant of 
their exact conditions. Eight ami-imperialist prisoners 
are still imprisoned in foreign countries. 

In the high seairity units, or Mcaih wings’ the prisonen 
are exposed to conditions of detent ion which area imed at 
their physical, psychological and above all, poliiial 
destruction and these conditions represent nothing less 
than a sulmitute for the death penalty which theoreti¬ 
cally lias been abolished in the West Cemian penal code. 
Independent of, and in spite of this, the panial regroup- 
mem oft hr poliHra I prisonen in Berlin, Cdleand Lubcck 
appear ro be positKe gains because the comrades ha\T 
won the right to has’c yard time for one hour each clay in 
groups of 2 or 3. This is posittsT c\Tn if the yard is closed 
and grill encased. As wfll, they can be in conua many 
hottneach day in a common room. Nonetheless, thes are 















































«dways f ubjrttrd to special conditions of sensor)* depriva¬ 
tion and constant eleoionic siinTtllance. Of her prisoners 

ss'lio ha\T yard time arc isolated evxm in the yard and 
spend 25 hours per day isolated in ihctrcell according to 
detention conditions outlinetl in ilie penal code. 

The adminbiration ofTers other prisoner! in total isola¬ 
tion the option of participating in ‘iionnar detention.

- an RAf or anti^impe^list resistance movement prisoner has 
no contact with other political prisanen except ni a courtroom 

during a trial m which s/he is accused wslh one or mare other politic 
cal prisoners 

- ei^en f prisoners benefit from "normar detention conditions it 
remains ^ssthie for the admmistratwn to suppress all political 
books am/ all bolilual mail and visits at arts time 
• In this form of detention, contacts unth *normarpmonrrs are rr- 
corded asui precise piychoiogual mformatwn about the prisoner, 
her/ks comportment and ^/hxs moods are always gathered. 

Ob\*iousiy the goal of the authorities is to attempt to 
prevent the prisoner from engaging in politics so as to 
destroy her/riis political identity. This so-called *normar 
detention is nothing uiiterthan a hidden continuation of 
isolation. The daily hour of yard time and the 2 hours of 
trioision per \%*eek viih othcr.prisoners tamong whom 
tlicrc can always be informers) doesn't diminish the con¬ 
tinued isolation measures. Those that accept this — as 
political prisoners — do nothing but suppon the state 
propoganda that isolation doesn t exist.Theprisoiiers of 
the RAF and the anti-imperialist movement don’t, there¬ 
fore, panicipate in 'norntaT detention and remain in 
their cell if they can’t walk alone. 

Ttir penitcntiary auihornics rcaa to this refusal in pan by 
r^ression. Tlicy attempt to force the prisoners to par¬ 
ticipate. So there is no solitary vard time in Staminheim 
prison and certain RAF pri.soncrs haven’t left their cell for 
many months, even many \ean. 

Other rcraliator)* methods include denying prisoners the 
right to buy supplementary food ortobacro ifs/he refuses 
prison work, as is the case with all political prisoners. 
Prisoners are put in the same wings as other prisoners 
from neo-fascist groups. Even if there is no possibility* of 
comaa as in Stammheirn, the simple presence of nco-fas- 
dits in the wing reinforces the propoganda that attempts 
to equate fascism and communism. Recently the Siarn- 
mheim administration went so far as trying to impose 
yard time with a female nco-nazi militant on Brigitte 
Mohniiaupi. Political prisoners arc also refused visits 
with doctors of their owti choosing. 


Thne is the panicubriy case of Gunter Sonnen- 
berg in Bruthtal-Wmienberg. In May ’77, during his 
arrest, he w^s seriously injur^ in the hrad. A new ex- 
aminaiinn is ireinsary and tmnonant, to asnid ir- 
repemble damage or death from tlir csrntual fraginenu- 
tion of the bullet. The results from the examination 
would constitute the medical basis for his release. The 
unanimous opinion of all independent medical experts 
who have been consulted is that Sonnenberg should have 
been freed a long time ago. Tliccnnsccuthr risks from his 
wounds not only can’t l>c asuided in the isolation condi¬ 
tions to which he is subjened. but will certainly be ag¬ 
gravated. 

All mail considered ‘undesirable’ for ihesecunty of the 
Stale is banned. This effcas the mail between the 
pr i!Miners a nd comrades on the outside as well as that be¬ 
tween prisoners. Thcjudgesihai ccnsurcdecideabmrall, 
and frctjUCTUly a prisoner can only write and receive a 
limited numb^ of letters a week. Certain prison ad¬ 
ministrations also forbid sending photocopies, regard¬ 
less of their content, because 'secret* infurmaiion could 
Im? rransmitted- 

Visiiors arc on pniiciplc considered by the authoniies to 
be Ry\F .sympaihirers, messengers, etc. It is the BKA <na¬ 
tional police) computer that does or doesn't accord a 
visit. Those w*ho are indcxnl by the computer as agitators 
during political rnaU receive praaically no visits at all: 
the same for those against whom an nrdtn csi trial b un- 
drttakm for RAF support which in dTect is alway's for 
suppon of prisoners diirinf their hungersirikes. In West 
Germany there are presently hundreds of people in this 
situation. Ii is b the same for those who demand 
authorizations to visit different prisoners. S/hr is con¬ 
sidered as a potential messenger from one prison to 
another. 

With ihesr types of arguments they sysieiiutically destroy 
a 11 cont i nuous contact of the prisonen by ma it or by visits. 
The length of the visits is H hour Tlie accused receive 2 
hours per month in total, the condanned one hour. This 
time can be divided by the prison between manv visitors. 
Dunng a visit, there is alway’s a screen separating the 
prisoner and visitor wiih the exception of visits Trom 

f nirents. The visiu are always surveilled by at least one of- 
icerorthrpoliricalpoliceandoneprison guard; the con¬ 
versation is literally noted which Irequently leads to fal- 
stfleations and incorrect imerpreutions. Fragments of 
these notesareiransmitted to journalisi.vofihcSiaiepress 
and ate later found in articles of a provocatKe 
psychological warfare nature. As well, prisoner move¬ 
ment bobvervedand reponed by theguards. Wealsofind 
these ettatinm and rqsons made public, as false and in¬ 
verted as thev can be. 

Tile repression and the conditions of detention in isola¬ 
tion which we have described here present one aspect of 
the situation of political prisoners of the RAF and the 
anti-imperialist resistance movement in West Germany. 
The other aspect b the struggles waged by the prisonen. 
They have never stopped struggling and this hunger- 
strike, undertaken on Dec. 4/ft4 is part of the fight against 
the sy*stematic negation uf their limited rights for 
regToupmem and the ooiitinuation of their anii-im- 
perialbt struggle.

There has been no jiisricc for rcs’oluiionarics and ac¬ 
tivists shot dead and murdered by police agents; Mi>ari 
Shabaki Sundiata. Angel Rodrigun Cristobal, L.D- 
Barkley, Sam Mdville, joe Stunz, Anna Mac Aquash. 
Tw>mari Myers, Ftrcl liampinn. George Jackson and 
Zayd Malik Shakur to name but a frw' nlthove who have 
made the supreme sacrifice in fighring against t he tavages 
of tutional oppression and U.S. tni|)<Tialism. 

Oppressed peopleand nations not only havea right toor- 
ganiie with arms and defend themselves, they liavc a right 
to wage war on a government that is guilty of national 
oppression and trampling on human rights. 

There havT been many attacks on u.s. imperialism herein 
the U.S. Armed clanciestine organizations ha\T attacked 
the U.S, capitol. the south african consubte and airways. 
IBM, union carbide, general electric, Israeli aircraft in- 
diiirry, the war college, military* facilities, the N.Y. police 
department and the FBI. as well as many others. 

We suppon these actions because they are a dirca and 
clear attack against U.S. imperialism and because ihe>‘ 
advance the necessity to support National Liberation 
Struggles and self-determination as part of a revolution¬ 
ary anti-imperialist resistance'movement, and because 
they offer a measure of support to the struggles being 
waged against the killer cops. 

We suupon these aaions because we bdieve it is ab- 
soluiefy necessary to build armed clandestine organiza¬ 
tions as part of a developing strategy and buildings 
revolutionary anti-imperialist resistance movement. If 
we do not develop the determination and the means to 
wage armed struggle, we are merely creating a support 
movement for a revolution others will make, but not a 
revoluiioi^ry movement itself The armed clandestine 
organizatioru give concme signiricancc to a revolution¬ 
ary snatejpf'thnt can defeat U.S. imperialism. There must 
be a development and movement of forces at all levels, 
public and clandestine, to challenge U.S. imperialism in 
crisis. 

Since the initial inassacrrs of Nativc-americaus, the in¬ 
stitution of slavery and racism and executions of 
revoliuiona^ workers, there has been a clandestine con- 
^ousnas of one form or another. The government calls 
it conspiracy. We call it resistance. 

We are revolutionary anti-imperialists. We are not ter¬ 
rorists or criminals and have comm ttted no crimes. For us 
to 10 years the govcnimeni, using extensive countcr- 
insurgency methods and operations — including the tar- 


getiing of children — has hunted ui and continues its 
operations against other comrades and organizations. 

owevn , diinng that decade, a clear example has been set 
of how political fugitives extensively sought, could and 
still, not only survive, but grow and develop, raise 
children, and continue and funher develop revolution¬ 
ary work. 

We have been charged by the U.S, government with 
enough cDiispitary* counts to puts us in prison kamps for 
115 yean each. Tliey ate trying to sentence us to a .slow 
death in the tsoUiiion units of amcrika*s federal prison 
systetn. They are trying to railroad and oiminalizr us with 
their fahricaird rvidenceand prop)gaiida. Sinceour rap- 
ru^ cin November 4, 1984 in Ohio, we have upheld the 
principle ol non-collal>onition. We will continue to do so 
and urge others not to colLiburair. 

V\V do not ItKik to the courts for justice because there is 
none there. Our defense against these governmetu at¬ 
tacks is to put the real terrorisuon trial: those who order 
the mdtsrriminate bombing of innocent rtvtlians in El 
Salvador: who orpnize the contras to carrv out their 
atrocities against the people of Nicaragua: wfio support 
theSouth African fascists; whoseatrpnmir profitsarecx- 
traaed from imperialist wat. exploitation of the work¬ 
ing class, and whose p<swrr is built on the backs of starv ¬ 
ing and oppressed millions of Tliird W'orld people. 

Wc also want to protest our piinirivT rreaimcni at the 
hands of government agents and funaionaries which 
began in Cleveland with the abuse of our children, with 
our being locked down in isolation cells, being chained 
and shackled in court the useofthr sum gun — not to cx- 
uact a physical cinemplar but to punish political 
prisoners — physical attacks in open coim — and the 
continued lockdown in solitary'confinement of the fiveof 
us—a policy that has continut^ to this day. Upon our ar¬ 
rival at .MCC on Wednesday, we were to^ed up in dis¬ 
ciplinary cells. 

We want to extend our suppon and solidarity to the NY8 
Against Fascist Terrorists. The use of counterinsurgency 
operations, grand Jury supoenas and other aas of repres¬ 
sion against these Black revolutionaries is a dirca attack 
against the Black Liberation Struggle that must be 
resisted and opposed by all who suppon national libera¬ 
tion and socialism. We consider it a priority chat progres- 
sive/revolutioriary'otganizattons and the ticopic commit 
themselves to the defense of the NY8 and tne *long inarch 
for freedom and indqtendence/ 

W'e also suppon and extend our solidarity to anti-im¬ 
perialist resistance lighters Susan Rosenb^ and Tim 
Blank, who were railroaded through a mock trial in 
which they were denied the right to defend themselves and 
to expose who the real criminals are.

All Iasi sear, Lucy and her fellow POW, Haydce Torres, 
were kept in total isobiinn in special sound-proof cells at 
Aldersoti Prison in West Virginia. But widrspirad 

[ >rotcsts forced a change. Lucy and Haydce were trans- 
rrred out of Alderson after thousands of letters and 
phone calls besdged the prison and 300 people 
denionstrated outside the gates. 

Now Lucy has been moved to the high-rise, high-tech 
federal prison in San Diego, the .Metropolitan Correc¬ 
tional Center ( MCC). Authorities are refusing to allow her 
to receive mail or visits, except from immediate family. 
This is pan of an on-going campai^ by the Justice 
Depanmeni to deny Pueno Rican political priKiiieir and 
Prisoners-of-War their basic human rights. The Menial 
system* is intended to destroy the spirit and sanity of the 
prisoners and break their commitment to the struggle for 
the independence of their ailonized homeland — Puerto 
Rico. The womni POW*s hasT been particular targets of 


We. the Political Prisonerscuirmily being heldat MCC in 
New York City, call on all revoliitinnaty and progressne 
people to aittsely protest against the U.S. govrrnmmi use 
of violennrand torture against the Ohio 5. In particular, 
when tlie Ohio 5 tried to read a .stainiicnt at iheir arraign¬ 
ment in a Brookl>ii federal court on Monday.

some by suicide, while others are murdered by lellow 
prisoners or guards. Then exemtion claims its victims. 
Some simply cniinbir under the emotional strain and 
drift into another dimension. Piisoners who have done 
lime before usually fare better in the long run. A few 
prisoners break the walls, concertina wire fences wnrh the 
bmutvaiid force of a bl< coming flower tonfineil loa lava 
pit A strange balance cxisrs hcnwem the exitmies of the 
s|>rf truiii. 

De::iih Row tsa cntel place where sadistic games are played 
on prisoners. It is a place where life struggles to breathe 
and reach out, to resiorr hannotiv to one's l>rtng. Yet it is 
constantly being smotliered. Tlic keepers most ofirti treat 
Death Row prisoners as tiny inseas trapped within a tin 
can. They laugh at the amusenirtit of a match flaming 
beneath the toes as the pttsoitrts Mrainper Ironi side to 
side Kct:pingonrofTbalancrinarntm4*intstateorconlu* 
sion IS the situation tiut ihrprison officials hope for. Tfiis 
is not to be confused with nt her inorr sophisticated brain* 
washing techniqurv applied to prisoners as well on a ifaily 
basis. 



No one can cam the privilege to spc;ik or ssnte about 
human rights, but through experience one can shine light 
on it. 1 speak from a direct knowledge which at times is 
sickening. After one has wntnessed b^tings, torture and 
death, how life can lie iransformeti into something cheap, 
so very fragile, it becomes as a whisp of smoke in a windy 
storm. 


On Death Row some prisoners die by natural causes. 


I ha\T spent a total of five >rars and nine months incar- 
crTatcd.Thcftrstrwxi\eaivwars|Kmt iniheCounryJail. I 
wmt through twi> trials. The first trial lasted nearly three 
months and mulled In a mistrial due to a hung jury. .My 
second trial rcsiiltctl in comiaions which have since been 
resersed. Then for three years and nine months I was 
housed in a place called ‘Ellis’, a Texas depanment of 
CorreaioTu high-serurity prison on Death Row, Tlicre is 
nothing unioue about this as there are another half mil¬ 
lion people locked up in America and 1,300 nr so on 
Death Rows awaiting possible execution. Yetoen though 
I am here today. I still remain chained by the financial 
buitlen of the judicial ss'stcm. 




I can not attempt to cover all aspra% of prison life for t hat 
knowledge is not within my grasp, f had ne\rr been in 
prison before or spent time in general priKni popula* 
tlon. For five years and nine months I v^as confined to a 
5x8x8 foot isolation cell for 23 and 1/2 hours a day, both 
In County Jail and on Deaih Row. 


Some pnsoners I have met were segregated f rom the gen¬ 
eral population because of their struggle to fight le^lly 
agairut dehumanizing prison conditions — such as 
health care, proper diet, educational programs, bi utality 
and corruption and a s>Meni wiihoitc rnic mcaiu of 
tehabilitation. Tlirse prisoners have suffered and many 
have paid the price witli their lises. So to a great extent, 
they tcx> are under the exerurioner’s thurnb. 

















Mental eicapc was something I penonally rrlisheci but 
^Idom reacned. Escapism is a big pan of lurvisat. Read¬ 
ing books, siting lenen and dfawing and other such 
hobbies pass the time. And, oh yes, the TVs, tlir prison 
baby-sitters. 

There is limited expression available on Death Row, You 
may write letters, either personal or legal, and general 
correspondence, such as short stones and poems and 
other things. But this expression goes only so far, I have 
had many things simply disappear from letters, cither ar¬ 
ticles or information that in some way might aid some¬ 
one else or myself. Participation in arrbtr lawsuits against 
fhrprison system will surely mark you, with negatis^con- 
setjuenccs. 

Routinely, Sunday through Thursday from 9 a.m. until 
11 p.m. the TVs run wide open. Friday nights and Satur¬ 
days il licy stay on till 1a.m. No educational programing is 
olTcred. You can wrll imagine the assault on one’s ears 
with TVs running at top volume. The whole building is 
construaed of steel and oricks so the reverlieraiion shakes 
everything, including your body, physically. 

What is worse is the s>*stcmatic electronic static signal fed 
through the cable. This method of mental torture is 
sdcaed at random and specillc times. This produces a 
high—pitched signal and a bouncy one as well which also 
diiionstheTV'piaure. It can bst for five minutes or be off 
and on througliout the day. When it continues for any 
length of time, the prisoners respond and tlie TVs are 
turned ofT, though not always. Experiencing this all day 
leaves you mentally and physically exhausted. 

The weekend before Charles Brookes was executed, all the 
power was turned olT. There was no water, nor lights. This 
happens often, any time there might be Bametning over 
the radio or TV that prison olTtcials bclievT prisoners 
should not view or hcah So disruption ofTVs, radios and 
riiiti begin. 

Total environmental control is the w*ord In prison. Each 
morning at ^lis Unit showers begin after each group has 
exercised, with one prisoner at a time going to shower, 
(But this is often changed — depending on how the 
guards feel. They might let three people out at a time, 
which is against prison policy.) The shower stall is a con¬ 
vened cellmade into a shower. Slimy green algae grows 
on the walls which are cleaned off oiicc in a while. I was 
surprised that a group of mushrooms didn’t sprout. 

A shower Is a head trip between the ^ards and prisoners 
each day. The plumbing is controlled from a 'pipe chase’, 
an area which nms the length of each row and tier. It 
holds the plumbing and electrical wiring and prov ides the 
guards with a spying tunnel to peer through the vents in 
the ba<i of the cells. The guard manipulates hot and cold 
w^icr in a fasc-surginR aaion where the extremes be- 
twt^ hot and cold could easily scorch you. Or might this 
be just another form of mind control meant for nothing 
more than to deprive you of a shower ? All this adds to the 
tension and being able to dodge the fluauation of blast¬ 
ing cold and hot water is a trick for a ntagician. This is 
pyschological wrarfare.

Th«r weapons and many more are CTnpla>rd against the 
prisoneni cirli day. Often maitv prisoners nc\Tr suspect 
they are the viaims of this type of sophisiirated hiain- 
wtishing. As a result of this rrraiment, prisonmeonfonn 
unwillingly, iherchy providing the keepri s an eseri more 
valuable tool against others. 

This amiospherr often drifts onto people who come and 
visit with prisonen. The visitors themselves thus Iwomc 
part of this plan to alienate the nnoiiumil lio between 
farniliesand friends. Rough treatmnii and searches, even 
strip searches, delaying visits, even going so far as to tell 
visitor that the prisoner doestrt wish a visit — all this 
contributes to mistrust and disruption of cominiinica* 
lion between families and friends. 

This policy is enrouraged by officials. I remember a high 
Texas department <if Corrraions ulficial telling a 
rqpofter that prisoners* mot hers weir nothing more tlian 
whores, and that these inmates were used to sleeping on 
the floor and doing without baths and clean cloches, so he 
didn r see any need for the systan to provide any better 
conditions. 

Violcn^ is a conugious element dial thrives upon fear 
and submission. Capiul punishment isainacahielaw. Its 

supposed intent is to deter others from specified crimes of 
^cdencc. It is true that executing individuals will 
definitely eliminate any fun her acts of violence from 


those people. Vet the ver> pme ess itself is a posiriv e rein- 
forrmient of violence. The old cliche applies so well. 
People kill people, so wr will kill people. 

To illimrarc this point, in the Texas Dcpannicni tifCor- 
fxttioits some inmates are labelled by term names: a) sup- 
pon service Iiiniaie. bl orderly, c) clerk, d field service 
woikcr, e) turnkey. 0 building inidei, g) hall boy. h) 
floor boy. 

These special jobs wrreiTraied by pri.son ofiiciaK forcei- 
lain inmates as rewards m many forms for dietr violence 
against odier prisoners: special privileges, possession of 
weapons, abusing oiher prisonm, comioiling the movr- 
rnent of prisoners, making thnr cells ‘private piopeny* 
and exempi ion from scarclirs These iiimate-guards spy 
and steal saisitivr materials such as personal Tetters and 
lc|pl iiiairriah, and th<r>' ha\r areas lo prison recordsand 
otlirr related Pda. They sprrad rnniurs among ptiKiners 
to precipitate fiirtlicr violence, and they sexually altiive 
"’cakcr priMinm lor their greedy plcanira. Tlie iiiniate- 
giurds are Par more dangerous than the guards, for they 
tan kill you and receive more trw-ards. These ittmaia ate 
pan of the schnne of the hiainvsashing icrhnii|ua and 
assist uith implemrtiting these laaits as a raponsibility 
lussards their specially created job assignmerus. 

I don t ssritran iciw, give speet ba nr suppon any< auseas 
me nxrster crosvs in the morning, ihiiiking ilir siin risa 
m*" hi' osvn behali. Capital Punishment is a very serious 
and deadly issue with me, for I base seen this horror in all 
Its many faca. 

In the last less’ years a number of dcsiili sentenca have 
l^i raci-scd in appeal courts, after the defendants were 
found innumt by dihgriii mvaiigaifvT ssork and imu h 
money. This is overlooked more ilian annhiiig as- 
sodaied with capital punishment. In sumetifihrsensn, 
(^e actual guilty party cnnrnsed and g.ivr a Matement. 
niu work ssas accomplished by means of legal Ihunda- 
titms, familin working with jouinalists and esrn law en¬ 
forcement agnicia. 

We are milucnced by communications, such as 
newspapers and other printed media. TV' and radio, s’et 
statistics haveshown that right afimhcexeriirionofjofin 
Spcnkrinick in 1979, Fiorina’s icponed minder rate in- 
errased mine than 14 pa cent »>ver the first six months of 
the year. Otlier ttnihful souren of media liave been 
denied cat^orically accas to Death Row piisoners. In- 
tm'iew’s with some Death Row prisoners have been 
delll^icly sabotaged with the media and prison ad¬ 
ministrations. Various morons have gis'en siaicmenis 
saying that the whole Death Row population wishes to 
dir. These people Itavc coitveneti to the system’s self- 
desiruaisT patterns. 

We ate inilucnced by whai wr sec and hear, a pan of the 
learning proens and advancing in life. 1 have a strong 
feeling that the subliminal attacks on us through the 
media in the nea r fut ure will prove wr haseall been, to our 
rollcaive astonishment, guinea pigv li bnot surprising 
to leatn that the murder rate has increased when an cx- 
ccutioii takes place. A society which mrourages and us« 
capital punislimcnt shoutnn*i be iurprbed that this 
psvxhologically brrctlv violent behavior . So vt>u end wiih

Wlien life becomes this cheap, it alTecu all of us in nm* 
fashion or another. If costs you more tliaii dollars and 
rttosi certainly costs u% oui right to livr and exist as free 
human beings As I have said, 1 trmatn chained by the 
finanrial burden of the judicial s>Mcm. I ant free, \saiting 
on a Writ by the State of Texas to the Uniietl Stairs 
Suprniie Court. 


In my mind the thing which sticks most is the helpless¬ 
ness and theiermr of being without any hutnaii dignity, 
having iny clothes stripped off to be pceml at, ueanng 
leg-itons and belly chains, dehumani/ed to the jMiint I 
SS7IS simply a piece ol meat. 1 have awaken at night utth 
these thoughts and I understand frar a ncltmoi. But lam 
heir because I ha\^ committed nmelf to 
human rights. 

Even so often while on l>rath Row, mv senses vcould 
detect familiar Kents of clean mountain air, full ofFinon 
pine, sage and aspen, utth wnidcrinl Hensaiioni no\s-ing 
through tnybodyands|iirit.Thisbalmosi iheonlvirlief I 
experienced while Ihtng in the dutch oven.

Standing Deer’s Back 


Being coniiiied to a 6' x 8* room for morr than sixteen 
mtiTiths has taken its toll on Suncling Deer\ unstable 
back, and he is once again unable to walk or even uatid 
up. On Dcccnibcr 19* 1984 he was removed from the 
SpringTicId bole where he and Aibcn Garza are confined 
and put in the hospital. He is in what is called the 'strong 
seaion': 4 rooms behind a locked steel door which house 
hospital patients. His room is kept locked* but he has a 
hospital bed. a writing table and a locker. Unfor* 
tunately* the merve to the nospital came too late to reverse 
the deteriorating condition of the degenerative due dis¬ 
ease that has plagued him for se\*eral >ears and on Jan- 
tary 12, 1985. Derr became completely non-am- 
bulatorv’. He is totally dependent on hospital staff to feed 
him in bed* bathe him in a hvtiraulic lift apparatus for 
paralvred patients, and othensise minister to his 
needs. 

The tragic thing about it is that this could have beeti 
piTSTntcd if only Norman Carlson had listened to Mar- 

S arei Gold when she wrote to him in March of 1984. At 
lat time she explained to Carlson that the only tvw of 
exercise Standing Deer could do was walking* and that 
under the lociidown conditions he could not walk 
enough to properly exercise his unstable back. She ad¬ 
vised Carlson that there was a very real danger that 
w’tthout tlie exercise oi daily walking which he could only 
get in a general population setting his arthritic back 
might cause him to become unable to walk Carlson ig- 
noied .Ms. Gold's pleas and tiow Standing Deer must 
suffer the consequences of the BO P's policy of vengeance 
and retaliation against all prisoners who wrre in Marion 
on Oaribet 22* I98S. 

This is the second rime Standing Deer lias been confined 
loawheelchairfiticecomingtoSpringncld. Injuly, 1984, 
he was forced to use a wheelchair for 27 days. Anvtijnc he 
left the cell to sec the doctor or cvm go to the shower 
which wasotilySOfeet fromhisc<*tlhrwasimnsportedina 
wheelchair. He got over that in August, but he was never 
completely back to normal because of the denial of out- 
cjf-cell-time for exercise. 

Standing Deer's bark condition is nothing new* and 
risen ullicials have been aware of it for a long time. He 
as been confined to a wheelchair on eight separateocca- 
sions since 1977, The differmee between the other times 
and this latest occurrence is the severity. In the past he has 
been able to ride in a whcctdiair to visit his attomeys, but 
at this wiiting his attorney* Margaret Gold* has visited 
him 14 rimes between Janiian 12 and February 12, and 
she has had to visit at tiis bcclside because he could not 
bear the pain of going to the visiting mom in a wheel- 
chair. When the BOP allows a bedside visit you can be 
sure that their doaors know how severely ill the patient is. 
Bedside visits are praaically unheard of for maximum 
security prisoners. In spite of his condition, Warden 
Joseph S. Pctroviky informed the Deer on January* 22* 
1985 tliat as soon as he was able to walk he was being sent 
hack to Marion. Cati you believe it. 


Here is what will happen tii Marion: twice a week the 
goon squad removes prisoners from their cells in order to 
seatxli their cells. The prisoner must come backwani to 
I he door extend ing his wrists to be handcuffed * bur before 
he is handaiffed he is nude to strip* show his mouth, ears* 
liands, feet, lep and bend from the waist while spreading 
hischeeks to display hisanus. Standing Deer can not bend 
from the waist. Period. It is ph>rically impossible for him 
to do this. He Itas already hem beaten on S occasions in 
Marion because he can not do the bending. These beat- 
itigs on Nov. 1-2 and Nov, 7* 1985 are in the lawsuit re 
brutality firuscino v. Carbon. 

So Stattditig Deer's dilemma is this: if he does get wrll 
enough to walk again he will undoubtedly havT another 
attack soonn or later. Ifhc is sent to Marion where there 
are no health serv ices or hospital* he will l>rsubjca to t lie 
same brutal rtramimt he has suffered in the past only this 
time it will be unrestrained since .Marion nas officially 
adopted bruulity as part of an unwritten policy*. 

Good arguments have been made by sc\*eral knowledge¬ 
able people that USP Marion has nothing mote than one 
big control unit and I would certainly agree with that as¬ 
sessment. Deer could not be put in the Control Unit be¬ 
cause their osvn rules and regulailnns forbid it. The 
federal Code of Regulations 28 CFR s/s .54 1.41 (c) (I) 
clearly states that: 

fc) The warden may mi refer an uimale for placement in the 
Control Unit: 

ittij the mmatf ihowi any ex^vdaut of Mf^uant 
mental disorder or major physical disabilities as docu* 
mented tn a mental health exa mmation ora phyucaJ ex - 
ammaiion. 

Standing Deei could not qualify to be pur in the Control 
Unit* and he should not be put in the so-called ^general 
population' of Marion which is just anotlier name for the 
Control Unit. He will be 63 ytsirs old on March 25* and it 
is about rime that the brutality against him b brought to a 
hall. We must write Iciiers to members of congress and 
prison officiab expressing our roncem. Ask the ron- 
grrssmm to demand atiswrrs from the Bureau of Prisonsi 
as to what they intmd to do with our brother. Write lo:

20554 and let him know* >‘OU are aw’are of the situationj 
and ask for an answer in wilting. You can write to Stand->' 
ing Deer at Springfield:

Charges of aiirmptcd murdrr again%t ihrcr Armenian 
political aaivist%« in coimcxiion with the shooting of 
Turkish diplomat KaniGungorin 1982, wnrdruppcdby 
a Provincial Conn Judge in Ottawa on January 8th at a 
preliminary hearing. 

Hanout Kcsnrk. RafTic Balian and Haig Gharakhaniaii 
will go to trial on lesser diatges of enmptracy to cumttiit 
murder, deipiir the scarcity of e\idence against ihcin. 
Melkon Gharakhaniati. who was atrested with theinhm 
on March 12,19K4,u*as discharged otiattetnptrdnuitdrr 
and conspiracy' charges last summer* 

Tlie remaining three activists have spent the past tni 
months in confinement, shunted bcisseen the Ottawa* 
Carlton Detention Centre and Tnnonro^s archaic Dnnjail 
in order to facilitate appeaiancrs at bail hearings and 
cKher legal proceedings. New bail ficarings have been re¬ 
quested in the light of the latest ruling. 

The nightmare of sy^ematic legal harassment begati in 
earnest for the four Armenian residents of Toronto in 
May, 1982, when iliey were arrested and charged with 
various counts of conspiracy and extortion. Aftci being 
held without bail for 112 days, all were released follow¬ 
ing an eight-week preliminary hearing resulting In a 
number of charges being dropped. None of iheactmsts, 
contributors to the magazine Aiad Hay (Free Armenia), 
have been oonviaed of any ofTence — despite the many 
months they’vT languished behind bars. 

The four are partisans of a unified, sodalisi Afmaiia«and 
disavowthe methods of terrorism with which they have 
been linketi by the commercial media. Many see the 
harassmeni of the four aaivisis, and the Annrriia com¬ 
munity at large, asan art of appeasement by the Canadian 
government touards its NATO .illy, Turkey, whose 
repressive right wing teginieuill refuses to acknowledge 
the 1915 genocide of 1,5 million Atninitans. 

Tlie political nature of the fiame-up of the four Ar¬ 
menians ssas revealed when the new federal covrm- 
ment’s Security Intelligence Service (CSIS blocked 
release of surv'etllance iiifontiation requested by lawyris 
forthedefendants. Citing‘national security ini crests’, the 
spy agency’s counter-terrorism branch oujerted to the 
questioning of an Ottawa police dcirctisr and several 
RCM P ofiicn s involved in the suivesllancrofhiindreds of 
Armenians in Canada, beginning in early 1982 

The defendanrs claim that the sursrillance evidence 
would show conclusively tliat the four closely-mnnitored 
men wire nowhne near, and had nothing to do with, the 
wounding of the Turkish trade counselor Bur a Fedeial 
Court Judge, in a parait proceeding, ruled against rhe 
release of this infomiatiuti.

The won^iing ctUU of tlie domestic economy, and the 
growing instaliiltry of capitalUt rule in many parts of the 
world, seem lu ilntiand this approach—according to the 
distoncfi logic ol Canada’s rulm.

IKoplr have rccogni/etl the rrirical connection between 
repression of Antienianacrivtits in Canada and the threat 
to the civil libenics of cvtivdiic. In fan, many who really 
ought to know* bnter havT simply bought the lies spread 
by the police/mrdla ‘terrorist campaign 

The need to defend the three retiiammg imprisoned Ar¬ 
menians is no less uigeni today, even as the legal case 
against them continues to unravel. Then families liase 
been lianknmted by defence costs. Tlie three, if again 
denied liail, face many more months behind bars during 
what IS expected to be a lengthy trial. And without loud 
public outcry', the authorities will only be encourage to 
continue to vinimtzr the innocrni — and undrrminrour 
rights.

Granted, many praaiccs by sadistic guards and prison 
bureaucrats breed hatred but this hatred must be turned 
to one’s advanuge as a warrior of human rights. Use the 
time to make the mind and body as hard as a rock. For 
some of us this war is as real as the clandestine wars in 33 


Central American countries. It is a vear of treachery and 
double dealing and administrativT attempts to turn one’s 
comrades into their agents. Those who pay the price to 
maintain human dignity know the war of w'hich I speak; 
the beatings, cover-ups and blatant provocations which 
give the fascist agents justification for yet one more 
beating. It is a sm^l price to pay to be able to hold one's 
head high and to h^bor no i^f doubts. 


Those of us who hold our values to the extreme pay the 
price in total isolation and sub-human liring conditions. 
My situation is becoming more dangerous due to an 
assault I dared to perpetrate upon a guard for his 
deliberate striking of me while I was handcuffed. Another 
captive was repeatedly struck in the groin while 
handcuircd. These are occurring more often in the past 
few months. The price wc must pay for our daring to aa 
like real self-rcspeaing men and women. Incidents such 
as these lead to murder and uprisings. All this so that we 
can be 'rehabilitated.' 

A psychologist will self-rightcously icU us of our 
soaopathic and anti-social tendencies due to our secret 
sexual feeling we had for our mother because our asses 
were beat when wc were growing up. It all comes down 10 
bullshit generalizations chat do not deal with or attempt 
to deal with the real issue. The Issue of a few* w4io hasr 
benefited from tlie forced sacrifices and deprivation of so 
ntany. Wc feel the pain and there arc those of us who are 
ready to fight right now* to right some of the wrongs. 
Some of us are saying that no more Mr Bon Man do you 
push us. We must rise up as a collcarve organization that 
knows no racial barriers. Wc who have been hdd down 
too long and have been exploited and oppressed must 
speak as one powerful voice. Many movemenu havT been 
organized as a result of a few dedicated, serious and 
stTorip-willcd mdividual's willingness to lead and 
sacrifice. 

The *law’ and government hold such an amount of 
m>Mique and awesomeness for most people that diey 
cower and conform and just accept it as tne way it is. But at 
one time women werenz allowed to vote because 'that's 
the way it is.* Blacks sat at the back of the bus ‘because 
that's the way it is.' When will people come to the 
tealization that this *law' and this 'jsower* of government 
is but a mere symbol and the executors of that symbol arc 
made of flesh and blood like ourselves. 

The examples of a few strong-willed and proud women, 
of a few' strons-willed and proud Blacks, arc perfea 
examples of what can be done. Return to the Native 
Americans what is rightfully theirs and allow us as a 
collective people to obtain what we seek and live up to 
your principles of'equal opportunity' for all' which is the 
biggest lie you ever conceived. The time is coming.

The fint time i catperienced terror and was able to keep my 
enough to examine it, i was in the notorious Vroora 
building watching the goon squad proceed with a 
shakedown and waiting for them to get to my cell v^ich 
was the last on theoppositeend ofthe tier Trom which they 
had iuned< 


is a pretty involved manotivreand ifyou don’t believe me, 
try it. As I had a bullet removed from my bade in the 
storage room the day before. I bq^an to worry even more 
as i had been placed in the Incorrigible Unit ol the Vroom 
bu ilding for inierropting a funeral, pistol-whipping a 
corrections officer’, shooting at anotner and aiding an 
escape. It becamedearerthat something extra could be in 
store for me. After five or so renditions of the routine 
described earlier without them actually vamping on 
anyone, i began to feel a bit at case and at the same time 
felt they may be ’saving the best for last.’ 



As soon as i saw them in their bloused boots, overalls, hel- 
meo ^th pl«i-glass visors, flak jackets and extra long 
clubs, I was frightened and curious as to what all they were 
up to. I, as w^ as the brother who was locked next to me, 

pt up to just what was to happen.’’What’sail this shit, 

look at those punks. It takes 30 of those motherfuckers to 
dw with one man?” It didn’t take me long to see just 
what they were up to as the first man was orderH to strip, 
place his hands behind his back ’Vietnam style’ and back 
out of his cell, "nie brother next to me said something else, 
but I said nothing, intent on seeing what vras happening, 
w as to have some idea as to what to expm. Next, the guy 
being sear^ed was told to run his fingen through his 
Mir| 0 [m his mouth, lift hb balls, slowly turn around, lift 
his Irft foot, his right foot and bend over and spread hb 
cheeb. ^ 

The brother next to me again said something, to which i 
TOUTO that he should be cool. More irutruedons foU 
‘‘walk to the wall, and sit on the floor, cross- 
without taking your hands from rourhead.” This 34 


It was too much to think about. I went and sat on my bed, 
only to watch a pig named Sudal come down to the cell 
next to mine and spray mace on the brother, ’’Punk 
motherfucker!” the brother shouted through the bars, 
“Don’t get yourself fucked up now” Sudal replied. The 
expedition was getting closer as I tried to dedde whether 
to come out with my clothes on and just start swinging, 
suy in the cell and mess up n\ many as j could as they 
entered, after of course being soaked in mace or coming 
out like everyone else and hardly being in anv position to 
fight. 

As i sat on the bed, looking out at the range, they arrived 
at my neighbour’s cell and benn repeating “strip, put 
your hands behind your head, back out of your cell .. 

He did as he was told, ’’Open your mouth!” a pig in- 
struaed. When he did, the pig slapped him. causing him 
to stumble off to one side, as anotlier pug punched him. 
’’Stand still! ” They had tasted blood now and staned get* 
ting beucr mps on their dubs, as another pig hit him on 
the arm with a stick. By now. i was thoroughly terroized.

There WRs no fight in the brother. Their jokn about The 
German army* a> they rcfemcil to thnnsehtrs, juM cn* 
miiglcd a iiiasshr knot ituicle my head. 

I t>rgan to look at their lam. Therr an Italian jailor 
who had caught a few good sliots some time ago by the 
look on hU face. He had nes’cr given meany trouble per¬ 
sonally. but had been assigned to cscon me. and uas 
staridingattheixady. Hewasoneurdieguysrheycountrd 
on. Another jailer who was running the show and had in¬ 
itiated knocking the brother around had told a rooky 
ftip, "What do you expect ?’* Thrte was a couple ofblacJi 
pigs in the gang as well which neser fails to strike me 
strange. 

M\ door ufKmrd. Td decided to come out naked and 
follow insmiaions unless i got hit, in which case j would 
go on at least oncof them who had sometliit^ exposed, as 
the 90 degree heat had coaxetl upa coupIeoU isots. It was 
a puny resolve, as i felt that an attack would spell the end 
and that fear is a gicat source of pourr. The issue was 
decided as much as it could be. ‘‘Run your fingei^ 
through umr hair, open your mouth, lift your balls, turn 
around, lift your leu foot, your right foot, spreail your 
cheeks, turn around to your right, walk to the wall, sit 
down cross-legged ^ithout mming your hands." 



Somehow I assumed thatoosition and lisiend to the fas¬ 
cist rfiatrer behind me. ‘Tiiai's Harris’ paiiiier?" I h«ud 
Sudal instigate. Pd heard that they’d \amprd on him al¬ 
ready. Trotman. the pig who was anually in charge of the 
goon squad, tapped the bandage on rny back with his 
club. "Shouldn’t pistol whip correaional olTicm!” I 
heard a couple of other remarks about "gating more 
praaiscat the range.” I couldn’t help but picture one of 
those creeps hitting me on the head while i ssas sitting in 
that ridiculous position and had thought for an instant 
that the tap was a signal to ga up. I started to. but decided 



to wail until told, while llstailng to stuiT being thrown 
around tn my cell. 

finally i heard. "Okay, ga up and back into your cell." 
The squad liad begun leaving. When i got to the door, a 
jailer n^ned W^ise, a Jewish fascist, who hatci 'jews and 
niggers , jumped in front of me and struck me in the 
stomach, holding the stick in both hands in the vertical 
buit stroke taught to the Infanrry. But it had no effea. Al¬ 
though my stomach looked out of sltape since j had not 
been able to do iitups for a couple of months, it was 
stronger than it boked..^ i’d done sit-ups and leg-raisers 
for years, Evay muscle in my liody was like a spring/ As 
the stick rebounded off my giii and i looked him in the 
eye. i couldn I help but smile. He responded by panick¬ 
ing. ‘Turn around, face the svall of your cell/' 

I looked ai the svall until I kness* that they had all left. I 
found a cigarate and sat dosvn to smoke even before put¬ 
ting on mr clothes. Later when recounting this to a 
prisona who went through the same thing at the same 
time, i could see the rrcomition in his eyes. So this is state 
terror. But the most icrritying part ssaissatchingwhat svas 
liappening to rnv neighbour^ fearing what could happen 
to roc not smat they aaually did. 

This was tetror. It was done for the purpose of producing 
tciTor as the searcli was, in fan, a justiheatiun; had any¬ 
thing been found that was considered contraband, it 
indeol would have been incidental and only by a chance 
of ridiculous proportions, just as the ‘shake dowm* 
faking place at Marion now, after that prison has been 
locked down for over a year, by anonymous jaileni. have 
nothing to do with finding contraband and everythii^to 
do with attempts by the state at ‘behariour modi^- 
tbn . The state intends to make prisoners so fearful for so 
long that their personalities change to that of wimps who 
will accept W'haiever the state has in mind without resis¬ 
tance or rculiation. They arc looking for hcans, and they

Of coiirM? the New Yoili Ttni« ha» not carried an aiticle 
on Terrorhini at Marion Nor ha§ any of itj partners In 
New^peak, »uch ds die Post, Daily Neui, Village Voice, 
Rolling Stone, publicatiom of the Hearst empire or an> 
of the other cstablishinent papen. Thev are not renllv in* 
fcresied in 'terrorisni*. What incyare inrerrsied in chang* 
ing i% the definition of terrormn from 'American 
Heritage Diciionarv) *the political use of terror and in¬ 
timidation* to anned aas carried out by political par¬ 
tisans on the behalf of captive ttatioiui. 

The Klan, whose siolence at the voting biHiths is all but 
loo well documented, aie often accu^ of committing 
racial violence, but they are nc\er accused of lerrorism. 
Norareihejcwish Defence League(JDLi, Ainencan Nazis 
or any ofthrir people. Tlic CIA imports losers from fa Heir 
fascist regimes. Iranian students used to wearmasks while 
demonstrating against the shah, but SAVAK (the Iranian 
scaet police) was nesTt acaised of teiTorisin, nor was 
Alpha 66, though they, among many other reasons, were 
brought here to attack the Pueno Rican lndq>enclrncr 
movement and to kill Orlando Lctelicr. He w^as exited 
from Chile after the CIA and ITT-spoiisoied coup nurk 
the Irvcs of thousands and placed thousands more in con¬ 
centration camps where the> sulTered cruel tortures. 

Thf3ie people who have a licence and a free hand to kill in 
tills rmpirr are ne\er called terrorist, not are rhery ac- 
cusetl of terrorizing anyone At the same time, if mein* 
bersofthc Black. Liberation kill a couple of mps who are, 
bv whateser suut politics, armed men or women trained 
to do battle against lawlessness — and re\t 3 lution is 
against lire law—this is defined b\ the media, and bLtsied 
uiit il t hr senses are bumbardiHL as an at t of'terrorism* by 
their definitions The aidless raids of apanineiu build¬ 
ings and \rhirlcs supposedly for suspecu is not ta- 
rorism. The bombing of police hcadquaitas is •ter¬ 
rorism*, but the arrest of people who liavT nothing to say 
to the FBI or to the feda-al and state Grand liirics is 
not. ^ 

Nothing that the right wing, the establishment, the 
people who ‘got it* already tlo, is terrorism — the fwiliti- 
cal use ol terror and imtmitlation — and likewise noth¬ 
ing that rheir lackeys do is termrism. By that logic, the 
omy black people victiinued by terrorism are those 
Fosters and Browns who join police depannients. to do 
black folk a good turn? There is nothing terroristic alioui 
being bum^ out of your home that you bought in the 
wrong community. There is nothing temiriiiic about the 
murders of Nevillejohnson. Michael StcwTinoranvblack 
victims of the police; or what aliout the deaths ol^ Willie 
Turks or the murder of Siindiata and the photo of his 
corpse iindn thr caption, 'Death to iheTerrcirist* in the 
centre oft hr Datlv News; or ilic 25 children (at last count) 
killed ill Atlanta since the arrest of Wayne Williams or any 
of the murders across the U.S. of New Africans, Nattses. 
Chii^anos, Pueno Ricans or Asians. Tlirse things base no 
efTea on us. We feel safe in our communities within alien 
communities and hast? no inhibitions in rcMrds to secur¬ 
ing our human rights. All this murder of Black and mher 
third world peoples is Just human nature. We kill a 
cracker, its icrmrisin.

But the SW'APO guerrillas 
who detonated a bomb in Nambia, which U occupied il¬ 
legally by South Africa, that killed two South African In¬ 
telligence officers and an American military atuc he are 
called terrorist loud and i Irat — as is the African Nation¬ 
al Congress But what on ranh is the domination and 
super exploitation of sn |)ri cent ofthr populatton based 
on? One would lie liaitl-ptessed to find a legiine as 
repressive as South Africa, bur it is the indigaious peoples 
who resist tyTaimy wito are branded lerrorisi.

As tiriretw ofoppressor nations stand 
up agaimt tyranny on their own behalf, the state’s defini¬ 
tion of terrorism will expand as it has already. But as in 
other state ddinitions, ilie expamion of the deRnition is 
in the oilin ctirmion. 

In closing, i*d like to address the question of the Soviet 
Union in Afghanistan, which reanionan*c5 like to throw 
in when someoneuf my political lient addresses American 
imperialism, I resent tnis a bit because i hasmT been ad¬ 
vocating Russian foreign pnlicy and ccrramly don’t share 
the 1 elation to Russia that i do xvirh the the Americans. 
They’ kidnapped rny foreparents for the purpose of 
enslavement and nif>c and continue to colonize, oppress 
and exploit New African people and imisi that we 
celrbrate their sadism. 

The Soviet Union by inxading Afghanistan is of course 
canrtng on Imperialist aggression since it is an inicrnal 
a>n(lirt to which the Russians were imifed. It is no less so 
than the American presence in South Korea, the Philip¬ 
pines, West Germany, Panama. Haiti, the Congo, 
Thailand, Cretiada, Puerto Rico, Guantanamo Bay or 
any oiherplacran oppressed nationalist may have miised 
wiioic mind may haxe been dulled by weight training and 
running around in the same damn circles in the 
vaid- 

As my people, of my nation, are colonized by the 
Amet icam, it is not an academic question to be balanced 
out by someone who intends to do nothing about it. This 
colonization is a challenge and an affront, taken per¬ 
sonally and politically. As i am not sulfeting the cfTeOs of 
Russian, but American Imperialism, which inddcmally b 
mure rampant, i oppose the American ruling class and 
puppets to wliatcver extent i can. That Bullshit about 
land of the free and home of the brave’ prtnokes

Despite the intimidating obstacles the prisoner* faced, 
there teuiinony was an overwhelming indictmeni of the 
Burean's poliars. John Williams, Thomas Rced-Bes, 
Cleo Roy Eddie Hes le, Robert Tester. Tim Wolf, Clinitie 
Mills, and Sid Grifiln described a nightmare of abuse. A 
giurd called oticof these prisoners “niv litUe bitch" as he 
was brating him.

Themagistmee has told the panies that he mayor may not 
be able to gi\T this case a lot of time in February.

mon^orycan until the Bureau decides, again without a 
hearing and without standards, to promote the prisoner 
to die ‘‘honor unit”. 

Again, the Bureau has not burdened itself with fans in im¬ 
posing Marion's present conclirtons. Bureau ollidals 
have so little regard for the safety of sulTand prisoners 
that the%’ have notr tried to determine why t%vo guards 
were killed, in t%vo separate incidents, in Marion*s Con¬ 
trol Unit in Oaober. 1985. Instead, they have imposed in 
the rest of Marion conditions like those which prevailed 
in the Control Unit at the time of the deaths. Logic has 
never been the bureau's strong point. 

The prisoner witnesses were followed by Joseph Cannon, 
a former warden and Commissioner oT Corrections of 
two suies, with 27 years of experience in coireaions, who 
called conditions at Marion the most extreme he had ever 
seen, and told the coun and the prison olTicials that they 
would promote explosive, exircmc violence. The Bureau 
scoffed at his su^estions, and the local United Sutes At¬ 
torney called him “a fool**. 

The mapstrate assigned to hear the case has been hear¬ 
ing Marion ca5« for nine years. Based on his record over 
that period of time and his history of cooperation with the 
administration, plaintiffs argued that he was too dosely 
identified with the administration and should disqualify 
himselffrom this case. Bui herefusedtodoso. He cold the 
parties that he would abandon his preconceptions in 
nearing the evidence in this case, but he has already writ¬ 
ten (in refusing to disqualify hhnseif) “inmates at Marion, 
fw the most part, have earned their %vay into Marion 
cither because of the nature of the crime lor which they 


His Subcommittee on The Courts, Civil Liberties, And 
The Administration of Justice h^ ovenight respon¬ 
sibility for the Bureau of Prisons. So far as Marion U con¬ 
cerned, the Subcommittee has to date donea fair amount 
of the hand-wringing, waffling, and **stu^ng” tradi¬ 
tional to a Congressional suixommittee faced with a 
powerful executive agency and a politically explotisT 
situation. Two consuluncs rrponed to the suocom- 
mittee in Oaober that the lockdown at Marion should 
not be lifted immediately because prisoners were so angry 
osrrharing been locked down for so long, but that condi¬ 
tions should not remain the same, either. They did not 
purport to investigate the brutality and therefore made 
no recommendations about it. The subcommittee has 
done nothing since receiving the repon. We suggest that 
you urge Kastenmeier to hold funher hcannn, at 
Marion, about (he abuse of prisoners there, and that he 
demand that Norman Carlson submit a plan to end the 
lockdown and to stop the beatings. 

We will ^on again when more hearing days are set. 
Meanwhile, we hope that you will be able to make a con¬ 
tribution to cover costs like depositions, postage, and 
copying. We already have deposition bilb which we 
cannot pav, and we cannot continue the case without 
funds. We oelics'e that consdcntioui people who under- 
sund the issues at sukc here will suppon thb litigation 
financially.

Gringo trail 


To ihc t>picil gringo (wwirmrr), Mexico U a grrai vaca¬ 
tion. lc*s cheap, has delicious food, fascinating ruins, 
gieai beachese breathtaking regioni and magic niush- 
rooms. Thcpeoplcarefiiendly.melndtansarereallynrai 
looking and its problems don't have to get you do\%ii be¬ 
cause as the tourist guide says “local teasers and the 
Government ask that tourists not mr coins or other 
'gifts* to children at it undcrniines tnc program to dis¬ 
courage begging.** Tltey* should be in school right? 

And the *Cringo Trail* is kept clean for us tourists. So 
dean that when I was vacationing here in 1975, I ne\ei 
noticed while traveling through the sute of Oaxaca that it 
was under a state of siege, due to the campesino land oc¬ 
cupations. a campesino-student-worker alliance and a 
Marxist election victory. 

The other face of Mexico is a Third World country being 
plundered by international capitalism and its own ruling 
class. Entering into the world capitalist market has 
produced extreme exploitation and inequalities of 
wTalih. Everytme here undmtands well the meaning of 
imperialism. Mexico City could be any huge city — 
urban, polluted, heak: and alienating. But go to any of 
the numerous pueblos; life is slow and people know each 
other. There litely isn*t safe water, and mcHit work is done 
by hand. 

I like the people. Probably because strong family ties still 
exist, the people are very social. Towns and dries often 
seem rrowdccibcGiUse people are on the street a lot more 
than in our sodety. They're hanging out with each other 
(an impommoocupationlorshoppingatthcsmall stores 
and vendors. In pueblos, the big pany esery week hap¬ 
pens in the locaio (town square). 

This sociaincss u even evident in the prison system. Unlike 
our modem prisons, ihdrs aren't isolated in thebobnies 
w*hich makes visiting difTicuh. Here you can tell a prison 
from a factory^ by the armed guards between it and tW bus 
stop. Also, the presence of women and children at the 
gates to visit and bring provisions. Their primitive condi¬ 
tions inside lack thr sophisiicaird metiul torture 
programs we enjoy. 

In one small pueblo, two cop killers were freed by a 
woman who smuggled in a gun She got busted, but 
bought her freedom for S150. And no doubt she doesn*t 
have to ha ssle with a parole system . Tlie pervasive corrrip- 
lion is built into the system to make the hard life easier for 
everyone. 

To an cdidcnt weitemer, the casual Latin attitude can be 
very frustrating. Appointments, buses and trains (w^hich 
are cheap and go evTiywhcrc) and work hours are never 
on rime. Like forget it. and relax. Even to tourists whose 
Spanish is poor. I found the Mexicans friendly despite the 
arrogant attitude many tourists have. Mexicans will pick 
up gringo hitchhikers. 

This isn’t to say thai the culture is free and easy. It’s quite 


conservative and Catholic. The pairiarchy is cough to 
beat. Women arc really restricted and suffer under a 
powerful double standard. Abonion is forbidden and 
oinh control restriaed Cay^ keep it very’ cool. Mexican 
sodaiiicss can be veiy* opportunist. But when our Larin 
American solidarity* group in the States was planning 
some guerrilla theater, the westerners W'anted to depia 
the bloody horror of U.S. and righrlsr rule. Tlie Latinos 
agreed, but stressed that the theatre must not ignore the ? 
vivadoiuness and color of the people. They were right, 
of course.

If you want to understand imperialism, Mexico lvn*t a 
bad place to stan. Brain at the west coast of the mainland 
below the U.S. border, Much tomato and agricultural 
production, and assembly plant manufaauring that gets 
sent to the U.S. is done there. Often these enterprises are 
U.S. • owned and have'runaway* from the States to a land | 

whercthey don't haveto bother meeting evTn the S4 mini¬ 
mum wage. Much of the Mexican production enterprises I 

arc U.S. owned in reality although taws aie supposed to 
prevent that. Transnationals extract S2.60 for every SI | 
they invest in Mexico. ^ 

These Jomalrros {agriculture workers) and faaory* 
workers — usually wcimen in electronic assembly or gar¬ 
ment manufauccure — are grossly exploited. Many jor- 
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luleros are malnourished, not being able to aflbrd milk, 
eggs, meat or substantial quantities of other food. The 
Mexican burguesia (bourgeoisie) and State work luiid In 
hand with these companies. The burgues arc making 
piofits and the State argues that it*s providing emphtv* 
tnent and job skills 

But the truth isthatmechanircdcapitaldntenstvragnrul' 
ture is eroding jobs and die proletarianization of wontrn 
into these faaories bums them out after two vears be- 

causeofthest rainofrapid detailed work. They are left un- 

employed and often a lung way from home. When the 
producu leave the faanry or farm, they slip right out of 
die Country for the prolitable U.S. market, so again, 
Mwico is left without the goods. As Iki as providing Job 
skills, faaory work is just a simple repetitive aaivity. 
Maicansarecomplaining tiuit factory workers are in faa 
losing the traditional rural and fanning skills they lud. 
And when the workers resist too hard and challenge the 
profit margin, why the farms or faaories are liable to 
mnaway to another unoiganized area, or a country like 
Haiti. 

Tltc Mexicans haven’t lakni this passively, and the level of 
resistance can be tiuitr intense. In the 1910 Rcrolucionfor 
the jomalcros and cainpesinos fpeasanu) were promised 
nerra y Libenad (Land and Liberty), for their 
revolutionary aaivity against the old regime. The new 
Ubetal one didn't clunge power relationships, just 
leaders, and moved to stabilize the emerging capitalism. 

Since then, the govemmem has qsouted die jargon of the 
revolution, and even honors njcrrilla leaders like 
Emiliano Zapata. Yet it betrays the levoluiion through 
and through with authoritarianism and capitalism. The 
PRI (Itutituiional Revoludonary Party) has ruled for 
decades, rigging eleaions when it is seriously chal¬ 
lenged. 

Now the Mexican 5nacc ii qiute sophmicaccd. especially at 
the an of co-oDtaiinn. Faced with \tT> fnilitani cam* 
pestnosand woncen after the Re\T)lunon» the stale helped 
them set up unions to ‘fight the capita lists*. These unions 
arc now the largest in the country due to the suppressing 
of militant dissident unions (or if that doesn’t s^*ork, 
union leaders arc simply bought off). 

Tlicse unions are forma 1 ly al igned wiili the PR I. So wr get 
this strange speciade of the sutc pretending to be neutral 
in the class struggle and on the side of the rrs*olutianai>‘ 
aspiration ofthe workers and rampesinos. Vet they arc the 
managers of the crisis. The oilier week I lead that a 
regional union leader of the CTM (Mexican Confetleni- 
tion of Workers) to his boss, Mexico's Miguel Hunado 
Presidemr dc la Madrid, offered suppon and *a 
republican guarantee to continue the clai> struggle.' 
Yeah, but on whose side? 

Another method of co*optatioii comes from the 
nationalist tendencies in the unions co-operating witii the 
state. This national unity against foreign firms can alwas's 
be counted on to undermine the class struggle. 

So union members hate to deal with the fact that then 
biggest unions arc 'charro* or bosses* unions. When the 
chajTO unions fail to stop the cainpesinos from occupy¬ 



ing land, which thcydooltm.orworkers from grrtingtoo 
uppity*, the boss calls in the goons, or the state will invite 
the army to draw blood. 

Tlic goxtmmmt has been forced to gi\*e into some major 
worker dntiands wirhoiic giving up control. The fighting 
elcarical wtirkers succeeded in getting the power com¬ 
panies nationali/ed. Another give-then-take com¬ 
promise is to grudgingly exfirupriate land as promised by 
the Resolution ancT gise it to the campesinos as 
•qidos’(comnion holdings)- However, often the land b 
puny or shit for growing. Another problem u that banks 
donS like lending money to these c^idos. prrfcrrijiB large 
grosstrs- As the banks have just been nationalUed, they 
base to deal with ejidos ... So they do, and they set the 
conditions. The Sutc or independ^t dbtributon set the 
bu>ing prices of the crops and the wholesalers control the 
seed and tool costs. Being small, the peasants don't havea 
cash llowtliat noatsthemovera poor season or bad inlla- 
tion. It isn't unusual fora peasant, after scllingoITa whole 
crop at diaated prices, to end up broke. 

This situation forces many campesinos off the land and 
they must hire thmiselvcs out as day-workers (the jor- 










nalmiHi. Or thr> 'rent* their land to rhe rnmpanie%. 
EUIict way, ihrv Iom* control individually and lollec- 
livHy, Retiuced to jomalm»\thc> too siiiTer the whims ol 
the international market* Mexicans hawa 60 per rent rate 
of iinrmplnyiiieni or exit erne unilerrtnploymmt. Jor- 
naleros earn between 65 centrand $4 lot a Intig dav of 
work, when they can find it while the cost of living is a 
thif d to a half tl.S, costs Yn there isn’t any unemploy- 
mmi rompemation or welfare. This sets up a miKtation 
paitetn of jontalHus looking for work. Anirncan 
enterprises inside the U.S. consider it a boon liecause this 
huge pool ofuncntployrd c'an work for them at low* wages 
and no benefits. The fart t hat these Cliioinos might be *il• 
legals* doesn’t hurt the companies because the raids am! 
deponations by the Immigration Service arc closely lietl 
to the demand for Mexican bbor. II theie is a demand* 
the Mexicans aren't busted When die dmuttd sbeks oil, 
it’s rime to hide. 

Ttie economic and social crisis isn’t just the Stale's itivcii* 
don. Its manipubtion of rhe country’ isabo shaprti by the 
austerity budget itiifiosed to meet the International 
Monctaiv ruiui’s loan requiremaus. Mexico’s debt is 
now ovxT S80 billion U.S. The nionrs has been borrowed 
lu develop capital inieiistseptodurtion.and payolTolder 
debts. Tlic IMF loan recpiirmimts have Ixrii to slash 
sodal spending, devaluate the peso Iroin 49 to ISO per 
dolbr, and keep low or cut wages. Prices have inlbied to 
kecj) up with the devaluation, but of course wages 
haven’t. In order to deal with an aiigiTpupubtion w^hich 
lia.s beat thrown into this crisis, the ruling rbvs wisely 
took up the IMF’s advice to double the police and army 
sue. and give them comfonable raises 

While Mexico City has no maximum seem its* prisons. 


southern Mexican pnsons are horrible. People have 
waited srarv Ibr a trial. Tlies'say there aren’t any political 
prisoners because thev are killed before scnfeiicing. Still, 
the people keqi trsisting. Land b constantly being oc¬ 
cupied all over I he country. Theothcr day ov*er more than 
iwt) thousand cumpestnos arrived in Mexico City who 
had marched 1,200 km from the very dqsrcssed state of 
Chiapas. Tliey wanted to get the big cheeses to intervene 
against the corruption and poverty they face, and to free 
those illegally detained. 

Despite the State and their charm unions denouncing 
them as being foolish and under extremist manipub* 
tion, public support and emotions towards them wTre 
very strong. I arrhed in XaUpa* uiifortimaiely after tlie 
march had left that morning, lo sec streets of buildings 
toveted with slogam supporting them. The campesinos 
were shrlirred and fed along their route by the Iqfrals 
they met. 

TliisMay Day in from of the President, the brgrsi radical 
union, tile teacher’s SNTE (National Educational 
Workers Unions Itad it our with 2x2 clubs against their 
chaiTo tounicTparu. It looked like the SDS Days of 
Rage. 

Tile left is much more accepted here, with Lenmbt 
gmiips all over. There is a debate as to how cfTcctive they 
at eat the base. But onenujor the PSUM (Mexican 
Sodalbt Unity Pany) is a force in tne political scene. The 
PSl.^ b respeaed by lefiiits and b mainly M-L witli an 
anii'authoritartan tendency. 

Marxism. like the Catholic religion, has been very suc¬ 
cessful at spreading its ideology' in Latin America at the 


































expense of oiher liberation ideologies. Anarchist, femin* 
Ut and ecological concepts are ss^amped by Marxism 
which manir^s itself in the classical authoritarian and 
hierarchical forms. The Mexican progressives I’ve talked 
with who know about ami •authoritarian hfstors- agree 
that anarchist inetiiodi can be practical, it\just that the>* 
are not well known 

Peasants in cjidos are threatening stolencc against rural 
banks who won’t give them lair terms. Workers are strug- 
gling to regroup under a nghiing democratic union. On 
one liand. the youth are said to be moving to the right. Yet 
here and there are student*worker-campesino coalitions 
that work. The massarrr of more than 500 students in 
Mexico City before the *68 Olvmpics hasn't been forgot* 
ten. Time, skill and luck will tell. 

Politics here is dilTcTeni than in the U.S. or Canada. In 
some ways it's more open and intense, but you must be 
careful about talking politics with srrangm. Gringos are 
suspected by the est^lishmntt of being subsTrsisrs, and 
byihcpeoplcas being CIA. I feel frustrated not being able 
to freely talk to the many people I meetalKnii some of the 
exattng events happening. But the CIA is aaivr here. 
Pwplewhoaretoo openly leftist without finn support do 
disappear or get killed despite the State's Miberar pos* 
tiire, especially Indian and carnpesino Irailers. 

While the large established newspapers can be openly 
critical, one small leftist bulletin is published without an 
addrew to protea its people — similai to the vul¬ 
nerability of the Bulldozer people as opposed to the 
Globe and Madl when h come to state persecution in 
Canada. 

In noTthwc^eni Siiuloa, 1 asked a waitress who was raid- 
ing a political maga/inc, about the campcsitio unions 
there. She didn't know what I was talking about. While 
li>oking o\*er a valley* inTueblo, a passing rampesino 
stopped to ask us what we were doing. He reallv wanted to 
know. Did he think we were CIA who often snoop about 
as tourists or amcuhuml researchers? Were we near a 
hidden pot patA? We talked for a while about this and 
tliai, but when asked about militant canipesinos or* 
gaiiLation^ the quesuon simply wasn’t heard. The 
nearby town was coserH in slogairs stipponing this one 
aaive underground organization, so one should have 
knowii to keep that foreign mouth shut. 

A strange aatvity here, wall slogans. They’re somewhat 
tolerated and even the PRI lias its gmfirti all entr tlie 
place. Some are obsiously done with much skill and at¬ 
tention as a sign would be painted. I saw a photo of a 
teacher painting a wall with the slogan of his radical 
union while a group of cops just hung around ignoring 
him! Emi more bizanr is the srn classy National 
Museum of Anthmpologv — piubably the finest in the 
world. Smack as you walk in is a marble wall engraml 
about the tnus^m being dedicatctl to the history of the 
P^pl^ Qf Mexico, etc Covering this dedication is that 
damn SNTE again with a banner demanding the stop¬ 
ping of the repression against its leaden. The place is 
mwling with guards and this banner just stays lap^ on. I 
don tundentand... Mindyou, I didn ttrv out the same in 
from of some cops just in case there’s a clause I’m un¬ 
aware of. 


In Mexico City, we went with some Mexican friends to the 
first ecological demonstration ihnt*. It was called be¬ 
cause the gosrrnmeni was polluting Indian land. In true 
Latin style, wr didn't Icaw the house until two houn after 
the demo was called for and by the time we arrived (after 
stopping due to an avcrhcaied engine) there was no sign 
of a demo. Well it's a start. You have to understand that 
^ology just isn’t a well-known thing. But wnth the rush 
into becoming a dcsflapcd country and the unrestriaed 
use of pesticides, chemicals and emissions, Mexicans had 
better start taking it seriously. Army roadblocks are 
common. But wt? got stopp^ by a group of students who 
handed out flyrrs demanding democratic and progres- 
siw schools. 

Critical information in Mexico is accessible and the 
ciuality excellent. Several lai^e dailies write about the 
class struggle and imperialism as a major pari of their 
coserage. If you w*ant to find out w'hai the U.S. is up to in 
the Latin American wars, or who’s resisting what, read a 
Mexican newspaper like Uno Mas Uno or the large Excel¬ 
sior, Thevput the New York Times to shame. Excelsior is a 
respeaed paper like the Times (1 was surprised to see it 
and Uno Mas Uno irprini a three pagestatement from the 
Guatamalan Worker’s Party, an illegal group who kid¬ 
napped a major Guatamalan editor. The raiuom 
demand was the reprinting oi the statement in the major 
dailies in Cuaiernala. Mexico and the U.S. The statement 
wasaclearaiulysisofU..S. imperialism and Guaumalan 
state repression. \Vhile easy to read, boy was the style 
turgid M*L! Can’t they Iram to talk like normal people?) 
Typically, the media goes easy on domestic conflicts. 

Esm some radio stations carry* lots of critical info in their 
half hour news programs. So it’s natural that with all this 
information and analysis available from the mass media, 
the many aaisr struggles going on, and bookstores that 
carry socialist and Marxist material, tliat people are gen¬ 
erally more informed about what is coming dowTi man 
their brainwashed Amerioin neighbors. 

Mexico, like all the Americas, is stecpcrl in anti-Indian 
racism.. Unlike the active genocide in the U.S. and 
Ciiiada, lndian.s arc s'cry much still around. Like BlacLs 
in North America, they are more opprcssetl and ex* 
chided from advancing in the society. Many intermarry* 
w*ith the more European descendenis, but pure Indians 
arc still second-class. We attended a modem dance per* 

rormanceatauniventty,andiheonlvlndianwesawwasa 

TV cainoaman. Thai’s typical. Indians aitr the people 
conmrising the bulk of ine dispossessed and the street 
vendors selling sweets, fruiu or snacks from a basket for 
pennies. 

Most Mexicans have black hair Blond women are very* 
see unless they are foreigners, or you look at the 
advenisements. And when |)eople in the ads aren’t 
bloiidw they are light-skinned European.Fonuiiaicly, 
many Indians don’t try to look white. The women wear 
their Iwir long and dress in traditional beautifully 
mibroidered clothes. And do the ntral women work 
I ^ wofiien evcry*where, they do the hou.se work, 

but tt blew us away at first to see young girls up to old 
women hauling 20-50 pound loads of fiiwood or 
produce on their backs up mountain roads. They don’t 
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even ha\T simple back-packs; the loads are held by u strap 
around their foreheau. 

Childrrfi too arc busy in rural atras alongside adults 
Hoiking in agriculture. In the towns ajid titles, they sell 
snacks and toys from the strccui. shine shoes, tend ics- 
taurants and stores. With the economy so bad. thildtm 
areused t<> help bring in somcdesperatcly needed money. 
Many can’t afford the luxury of taking rime off to attend 
school. 

A major issue now is the treatment of refugees fleeing El 
SaKisdor and Guatemala. While the Mexican State nas 
ofTicially sup|>oncd the Nicaiaeuiin revolution and the El 
Salvadman people, it*s been snrnt aUiut the struggle in 
GuatemaLi on its southern border. Despite the 
Guatemalan Indians being slaughicrred by the regime, 
and those still alive who arc often starving, (we’ve been 
told that for some, a common meal is de panel* — 
shredded i^’spaper soup), the PRI is afraid, a^id that 
iherevtilurionary flanic will spread into Mrxicoand burn 
the basiarcU once and for all. 

The State has militarized the border along Chiapas to 
kcq) the lefugees out. Those inside havr been denied any 
assistance ana a new campaign was announced the otlin 
cl^ to *dean up the area . Tltc bureaiicrais say the 
refugees air working for less pay and taking away jobs 
from Mexicans. But the Chiapas Indians look to the 
Guatemalan Indians as one. Their solutions lie in 
solldaritv. Tire Mexican govniiiiient doesn’t go lot 
that. 


Tliere’s a lot to Icam from Mexico, We ran look at the 
spirit of the culture, the reality of iniperiaiism and i he in¬ 
tensity of rcsisiance. Fui Canadiuus and espcdally 
Oucbecois. the paralleU'of U.S. domination witn a col- 
laboraiioiiLsi nationalist ruling class and unions arc aw- 
fully similar 

It’s too bad that anti-imperialist work is seen by some as 
Third World voyeurisni. Regardless of the Laminist app¬ 
roach mariy Nonh Atiiericin groups have tackled tne 
issue with, it still df>esn*t nc^ie the impottance to ending 
capitalist iespecially U.S.) inicrvennon. 

Wliile we are lisieitiiig to rebel musk and building our 
healthy communities, let*s no< forget that probably our 
tiiedicinr is tested on, our bananas, WMiiter fnnts and 
vegetables are pickcil by, our electrical components as¬ 
sembled and even si^me of our clot hes are manufaaured 
by sesTiel) exploited Third World people in their 
countries and often oun. Not to mention the lovdv state 
of affairs out military' aid brings them. The crisU is in¬ 
ternational. We*rc all in this together.

Bulldozer’s travrlling ambassador 


No movie shows the horror 


It lias befti a while since 1 last saw the movie •P4W* 
directed^ by Janis Cole and Holly Dale, which is about 
Canada’s only prison for women in Kingston, Ontario. 
But from what I can remonbet it gavronlva superficial 
glimpscinfolifcat the Pen. This is not the fault ofthelUni- 
makm but it is inevitable due to the nature of film¬ 
making and die prisons. Prisoners are by habit disrrust- 
ful of outsiders and foi otho reasons so is the priMin ad- 
rninisrration. It W'ould uke total submersion into prison 
life for any film-maker to get a true rrilrction of the 
brutality and oppression that exists behind these walls. 
The public considers movies such as '.Midnight Lxpress’ 
and 'Brubaker* to be horror films ponraying exag¬ 
gerated forms of pnson life that t ould only exist in third 
world countries or in 'the older dayv* In myexpenmee, 
horror prison movies like ’Brubakei * and 'Midnight Ex¬ 
press' more accurately capture the arbitrary* power .md 
violence of modem day prison life in Camida than 
progressive films like •P4W’. 

in the short time dui the *P4W' film-makers spent in 
Kingston, dicy were only able to scratch the surface 
through depicitions of women with slashing scars all ovei 
their arms through self-cold stories of women sentenced 
to 25 years before being eligible forparole for Iwing at the 
scene of a murder; of the pain of being separated from a 
lover; ol the irmili of iKnng with l>ars and barren cor¬ 
ridors. But tliis is only the surface. Whvare die women's 


arms and necks covered in slash marks? Why do people 
spend 5, 7, 10 and more months in isolation.^ V\Tiy do so 
lew women in pnson talk to people on the outside about 
what goes on here? The answer to that last c]unti()n is 
simple. Prisonnx don’t talk much aboui wliat goes on in 
here because they have learned throng experience that it 
iJtaiiges nothing but brings trouble chrwm on their heads. 
The public is cchi apadietic towards prison conditions to 
do amrhing alKiur ir so when pnsoners make public their 
coiiiplaintsnobodylistrnsexcepi the Parole Board w*ho$c 

members will label the prisoners radical, an instigator 
and thus should have her parole denied. T^is experience 
is an eflecrivT silmcci 

Nancthcless, people should know how close the scenes 
from prison horror movies are to modem Canadian 
penitentiary reality. In Kingston as in all Canadian 
prisons there are three panicularily notorious regula- 
tiom tliat allow the screw’s to rule with unrontrolled ar¬ 
bitral power. They* are 'refusing to obey a direa order,* 
Suspicion’ and Tor the giK>d of the institution.* These 
regulations give the screws no limitatinns or defintiions 
on what they can order a prisoner to do nor do they need 
any concrete evidence to support their charges or 
suspicion. A prisoner can l>e held indefinitely without 
charge for 'the good or the institution.' Being held in 
segregation for 'the good order without Aargc is 
analogous to a person on the outside being ptckctl up and 
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locked away in jail without cnminal diargn for an in- 
drTtniir time. 

In *Brubakcr\ prisonm were used as sla\r labour. At 
P4W, HtJinai make from S 1.60 a day to a maximum of 
57.55 for niainrainingtlie operation of the prison; cook- 
ing, cleaning and clerical jobs or going to school. Out of 
this we have to pay for all our toiletries, cigarettes, writ- 
ing papet, stamps, envefbpes, snacks, baiirriesand other 
miscellanmus items. Work is not uilunury. You work an 
8 hour day or you get charged ahd pm in segregation. I 
would say that that b slave labour. 

You see a lot of blood in berr. Over 7 5% of the women in 
prison ha\e slashed — sometimes referred to as self- 
mutilation — at one point in ihcii lives. There are about 
50 slashings a }ear at the Pen alone. It is a lot more 
common among women prisonets ilian men because 
women have a tendency to take their anger out on them¬ 
selves rather iluin others. 

The \er\* fact that people suffer so much pain that the>’ 
mutilate themscKes and the large number of such slash¬ 
ings is testimony to the brutality of the prison. As one 
prisoner put it ^slashing ItaptHms when the pain b run¬ 
ning ihn^ugh )our veins, pulsing in your head and the 
scream offrmtratcd anger is choked in your throat. When 
you are locked down and you can*t fight or do anything 
about the bullshit and hassles all around you; when the 
pain b so great and so deep that your mind and soul are 
consumed by it; then you takeout that shiny blue blade 
wid cut into the soft underside of your arm where the skin 
b the whitest and most vulneraole and watch the red 
blood trickling down your atm. Finally \ou can see and 
feel where the pain is coming fruin. You can focus on iL 
Wlicn you slash into that ami or your netk. yau*re slash¬ 


ing into c\‘ery soew and pig that's fucked you amund and 
the blood coming out fetds I ike it's drawing out your pain 
too.* 

Wliai is the reaction of the prison towards thb extreme 
signofiniiersuncring? Punishment. SlashingUadbrup- 
lionto tliegood orderofthe institution. Bleedingwomen 
are taken, often fighiing and screaming, and dragged 
down to segregation. Tbey' arc not gbrn attention or 
therapy or concern. TI 1 C 7 are locked dowm in the barren, 
gr^iitti covered cells of isolation. Often, if they are con¬ 
sidered suicidal, they are stripped and left naked, hand¬ 
cuffed in the cell. Many'wdmen have spent the night 
naked and handcuffed on a cot with a 4’ double iluorcs- 
cent light shining on them. And 5 of the cells, the ones 
most cor^only used, have a video camera trained on the 
prisoners 24 hours a day. 

So the prisoners puts a blanket on the bars to sleep and 
she is charged- More time in icg. So she and a few others 
refuse to eat and throw their food on the floor. For days 
and days it piles up and fills the air writh stench. More 
charges. More time. So the screws taunt her. Her nerves 
are tight after being locked down for months. She b filled 
with anger and throws her coffee in the screw's face. More 
time. Then she tries to commit suicide with shoelaces and 
fails. More time, except for those who succeed. 

It is not like you ha>e to commit a crime to be ciuirged. 
This is a lawless place. Women arc charged for swearag, 
smugglitig cookies out of the atfeteria. not turning their 
radio off at exaaly 11 p.ni., being at the sceneofa'distur¬ 
bance*, not working, basically Tor refusing to do any¬ 
thing that a screw oratrs you to do. Or simply for being 
suspicious of something or for being considered a threat 
to the 'good order of the insiiiuiion.' 

If you arc charged you go to the crime court whidi b 
headed by a hit^ jud^ and the prosecutor b the head 
screws of custody (security) who lecommmds to the judge 
the punishment she secs fit. The prisoner has no lawyer 
and often b denied a defense. In society, effort is put into 
niaiiuatning at least the trappings and appearance of 
justice and democracy. In prison there b not even that 
token gesture. 

The daily prison reality that we live in goes beytmd the 
grisly scenes in citlicr 'Bnibaker' or 'Midnight Express*, 
Women have gone mad here from the behaviour 
fiiodification (psycho) drugs, the isolation and rlie con¬ 
stant uuming ofthescrewii. At least tnthcTurkish prisons 
of'Midnight Express', the prisoners could decorate their 
cells and storea little food in them for snacks. But hereat 
P4V\' you arc charged for putting |x>stcrs on ytiur walb 
anywhere other than on a small piece of brbtleboard. 
And food is considered contraband. 

It is time that people on thcouisidcat least recognize that 
bdiind the gardens in the front yard, behind the pretty 
piauies in iFir visitors' room, b the real life horror story, 
even if they as the publ ic refuse to do anything about it. So 
now people who read thb can say 'Eeuuw. it must be hor¬ 
rible in thcTT-' But that's it, that's all.

Don’t touch us 


Thu thr Mow women at Muncy wriring you about 
anofhrr example oft he ongoing pmeciirionand harass* 
mein IxHtig put on us by the Muncs Prison aciministra* 
tioii. Thif lime it U dUrripen and sexual harassment 
against Move ssxrmm. Yesterday. 5/14/S5, two male 
guards C.O George Bowens and C.O, Eric Feliennari 
came in Debbie AfneaS door and told her n w'as time for 
her heal ing. When she was dressed and rraiiytofximeout 
of her cell ihe guard trie Fcticrman said "wail Debbie, 
you want lo lurii around so 1 can nai you down” Debbie 
became %rry inflammed and lolii him ”hell no you ainr 
patting me down doni no itian pui their hands on mv 
Dodyexcepnnyhiisband.a Mnvrman”. Debbie then lotd 
Fetirrman fr> send a female to search her but they refused 
sasing a man w^s to search her* tiuu w^% tlie order from 
the prisons lentrr control supervisor Capi. positch. 

The Giiatd with Fctirrman, George Bowens, who hatpin 
the past physically attacked Move women, said to Debbie 
"would you like it Iniin if I pat you down inurad of 
him ?” Debbie sa id "get the hell out of mv face you damn 
pCTvrn. what I said to Fetterman goes for you too". And 
Bowens said that wasn’t necessary and slammed her door. 
The 2 guards left and the hearing examiner JiidvKIieman 
denied Debbie to be present at hei liraring, held it in ah* 
seniia against Debbie’s svill. Move women are not 
promiscuous, we are not whores, w*e are Move womni — 
we arc commitied to maniage, our husbands, and don’t 
tolerate no men in this prison violating, dUmpeciing us 
in any way. 

CO. Fettcrmati told our sistei Sue Africa that same day, 
while she was in the yard, that he wa.s ordered to pat search 
her too by Capt. Povitch, before she w*outd be allowed 
into her hearing. Sue told Fetterman hr was not going to 
touch her, no man other ilian nur husband w’as gonna put 
his hands on a Move woman’s body. Now we want to 
point out that Move women had just had hearings earlier 
that day and not onlydidn’tthey say anything to us about 
a malegiiani having to pat search us, we weren’t searched 
at all. nor were we searched the day before that. 


When we went to hearings and the times we have Iseen 
searched its alw*ays been by a female guard. A female 
guard was present and avaibble on 5/I4/S5 but the 
prison would not allow her to search Move women. The 

S irison dananded that our sisters cither submit to a man 
eeling on their bodies or forfeit going to their hearings to 
defend themselves against some more trumped up 
charges put on them oy prison suff 

We of Move know that this was done dellberaidy to 
pi event Sue and Debbie from going to their hearings wit h 
matron Sgt. Delores Zimmerman who took our bible 
away from us on Mon. 3/11/85, and told us we couldn’t 
have our bibir per orders of Deputy Superintendent 
Carolyn Hill, l>ei'auseDcp. Hill said our religious mater¬ 
ial is not considered religious maierial. Our religion is 
not valid as far as she is concerned because the courts do 
not see our religion as valid. 

As Sgt. 2Limmerman was telling us this she got very nasty* 
Stan prtjvnking us, taunting us, then seeing how upset we 
were because the prison was raking our bible from us, she 
contirroed to taunt us rvai more, goading us into a con* 
fronutinti from which came the misconducts that led to 
the hearings Sue and Debbie were going to 3/U/85- The 
prison knew they were wrong for caking our bible and 
they knew that would bea focal point of dial licaringon 8/ 

1 4/85 and thais why they wanted to stop Sue and Debbie 
Imm Going to the Hearings, so they used sexual harasi- 
tnent as a means of stopping them from going: it had 
nothing to do with Sue or Debbie not getting searched 
either because totiay 3/15/85 Sue Africa had another 
hrari ng and she was not told she had to be pat searched by 
a male guard or not be allowed in her heanng. as a matter 
of fart she was not searched at all! 

So the situation 3/14/85 was done deliberately to prevent 
Most women going to their hearing with Sgt. Zimmer¬ 
man, in liopes of glossing ov’cr and covrring up the issue 
of this prison taking Move’s bible away from us.

Most wninm leill fight any 
man other 1 han our hushands ining to pur their hands on 
our bodies, and any wsiinan that has respect for hersell 
will do the same. Tliis prison minislies men and wtnncn 
inmatr^ fur holding liands or Vissing rath otha but will 
vmci'um nulrgcuirds physically ferling, loticiling female 
ttuiiatrs,and the inmate is punislicsl if she refuses to allow 
them male guards to touch Imt, tn some cases rvcti forced 
against her will to l>e srairhed. whic h is rquisalmt tci 
nape. 

Rape is being forced against your will and is classified by 
this system as sexual in rltaraaer and intents so what 
makes w*hai these nini guards up here are doing tn the 
women anv dilTrrrnt than ra|>e This is what Move is so 


upsn about. This sexual harassment by Muncy nialc 
gturds, sanainned by Munrv Adm. and we don’t intend 
to allow thU prison to pel asvav with this filth, Espc^alh 
when they try^ to sonut iliat perversion up on us. 

Move women are clean, we believe in being clean, w*r 
dou*i l^lioT in filth, prrvmion. John Africa don’t teach 
Most lilih. John Africa teach Move rightniusnc^s, cica- 
ness, godliness and thb is what Move women bdlrrr in, 
w*hai we lire by and w‘c aim gonna allow no degenerate 
male guard or female guarcl who goes along with this 
sidmess, to spit that filth on us, on our belief, on John 
Africa, who wt represent! 

Tills prison b tryria break us but this prison will break first 
cause yve will not be broken
